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A.D.  1242-1243. 

A  very  large  part  of  the  Book  of  Fees  is  occupied  by  transcripts  of  clocuments 
of  the  year  1242  and  the  earlier  part  of  1243.  Although  the  king’s  expedition 
to  Gascony  in  the  former  year  had  no  great  military  or  politica!  resnlts,  it 
led  to  the  p  reparat  ion  of  a  number  of  returns  which  are  of  considerable  value 
in  connexion  with  the  history  of  tenures  in  England. 

Tenants  in  chief  by  military  Service  or  by  serjeanty,  persons  in  occupat  ion 
of  the  escheated  lands  of  Normans  anci  Bretons,  and  persons  holding  of  minors  in 
the  king’ s  wardship  were  alike  ordered  to  assemble  at  Winchester  on  the  27thof 
April,  1242,  furnished  with  horses  and  arms,  in  order  to  accompany  the  king 
into  Poitou.1  A  few  days  before  saihng  from  Portsmouth.  with  eight  earls 
and  some  three  hundred  knights,  Hemy  III  committed  the  governance  of 
the  realm  to  tlie  Archbishop  of  York,  with  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle  and  William 
de  Cantelou  as  his  councillors.2 

We  are  not  here  concerned  with  the  measures  taken  with  regard  to  such 
tenants  in  chief  as  failed  to  appear  at  the  muster.  Nor  is  it  necessary  to 
discuss  the  financial  arrangements  of  the  time,  after  premising  that,  on  this 
occasion,  the  stewards  of  the  great  loreis  were  not  requiredto  act  as  collectors  on 
behalf  of  the  king.  The  duties  which  had  been  entrusted  to  them  in  1235  were 
now  laiduponthe  sheriffs.  Payn  de  Clermund,  who  had  taken  uponhimself  to 
distrain  his  tenant,  William  Hayrun.  was  summoned  to  justity  himself  before 
the  barons  of  the  Exchequer.3  In  a  few  cases  only,  tenants  in  chief  were  em- 
powered  to  levy  scutage  on  their  vassals  on  behalf  of  the  king. 

The  clocuments  printed  below  from  original  returns,  or  from  transcripts 
in  the  Book  of  Fees,  deal  almost  exclusively  with  tenures.  In  the  course 
of  a  few  months,  there  were  no  less  than  three  enquiries  on  this  subject,  so 
similar  in  character  that  in  many  cases  it  is  clifficult  to  cletermine  whether  a 
particular  return  was  made  under  a  writ  of  May,  of  October,  or  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1242. 

On  the  19th  of  May,  the  Archbishop  of  York  issuecl  writs  in  the  king's  name 
directing  the  different  sheriffs  throughout  England  to  levy,  before  the  I2th  of 
October,  three  marks  apiece  from  ali  fees  helcl  of  tenants  in  chief  who  could 
not  produce  writs  of  scutage,  and  from  ali  fees  helcl  of  minors  in  the  king’s 
wardship.  For  the  present  purpose  it  is  more  materia!  to  notice  the  later 
part  of  the  writ  : — 

“  Interim  autem  diligenter  inquiras  quot  huiusmodi  feoda  teneantur  in 
balliva  tua  de  singulis  tenentibus  de  nobis  in  capite  et  de  wardis  in 
manu  nostra  existentibus,  tam  de  novo  feoffamento  quam  de  veteri, 
ut  barones  cie  scaccario  aci  prefatum  terminum  inde  distincte  et  aperte 
possis  certificare.”4

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Upon  tliis  it  is  necessary  to  explain  that  those  tenants  in  chief  who  had 
<luly  appeared  at  the  muster  with  their  proper  quota  of  men  and  horses  pre- 
pared  for  war  were  entitled  to  have  writs  authorising  them  to  receive  scutage 
at  the  rate  of  three  marks  apiece  on  the  fees  held  of  them.  The  Scutage 
Roll  of  1242  gives  the  names  of  more  than  seventy  earls  and  other  great  men 
who  obtained  such  writs.  The  names  of  some  thirty  more  are  entered  on  the 
Close  Roll.1  It  should  also  be  observed  that  the  sheriffs  were  only  required 
to  state  the  number  of  fees  belonging  to  particular  tenants. 

By  further  writs  issued  on  the  sanie  day,  the  sheriffs  were  directed  to  distrain 
a  11  tenants  in  chief  by  military  se: vice  or  by  serjeanty  who  had  disregarded 
the  royal  summons,  and  ali  persons  holding  a  knighffs  fee  in  demesne  or  land 
to  the  yearly  value  of  20/.  who  had  not  taken  knighthood.  Lists  of  all  such 
defaulters  were  to  be  prepared  and  sent  to  the  Regent. 

The  main  object  of  the  writs  issued  on  the  29th  of  October,  1242,  was  to 
impress  upon  the  sheriffs  the  necessity  of  collecting  all  arrears  of  the  scutage 
and  paying  the  money  into  the  Exchequer  before  the  7th  of  December.  A 
fresh  enquiry  concerning  persons  who  held  fees  under  tenants  in  chief  or 
wards  of  the  Crown  was,  however,  ordered,  in  words  copied  from  the  writ  of 
the  19th  of  May,  with  an  important  addition  requiring  not  merely  the  number 
of  such  fees  but  details  as  to  their  locality  and  their  tenure  [in  quibus  villis 
et  de  cuius  honore).  The  sheriffs  were  also  to  give  the  names  of  any  persons 
resisting  the  scutage  or  the  enquiry.2 

A  few  days  after  the  latest  date  at  whicli  tlie  retutns  to  the  writs  of  October 
should  have  been  delivered  at  Westminster,  fresh  writs  were  issued  from  the 
Exchequer  ordering  a  third  series  of  local  returns,  the  enquiry  to  be  made 
tliis  time  upon  the  oaths  of  twelve  good  and  lawful  men,  knights  or  others, 
who  could  be  held  responsible  if  found  negligent  or  partial.  According  to 
tlie  writs,  the  juries  had  simply  to  ascertain  the  number  of  fees  in  each  county, 
whether  held  directly  of  the  Crown  or  of  mesne  lords  who  in  turn  held  of  the 
Crown.  The  writs  were,  however,  accompanied  by  definite  instructions  whicli 
explained  and  enlarged  the  scope  of  the  enquiry.  Returns  were  demanded 
as  to  the  tenant,  the  overlord,  and  the  locality  of  every  fee,  and  the  honour 
of  whicli  it  formed  part.  Particulars  were  also  required  as  to  the  number 
and  locality  of  the  fees  in  each  county  held  of  any  chief  honour  situate  therein. 
The  sheriffs  were  furthermore  directed  to  prepare  separate  rolls,  hundred  by 
hundred,  enumerating  the  remaining  towns  of  the  county,  that  is  to  say  those 
Avhich  were  not  held  by  military  Service,  and  stating  the  names  of  the  owners 
and  their  respective  tenures.  They  were  also  required  to  exact  the  scutage 
from  all  defaulters,  and  to  deliver  the  money  and  the  inquisitions  at  the 
Exchequer  by  the  27th  of  January,  1243.  Some  of  tlie  tenants  in  chief, 
however,  who  had  obtained  writs  empowering  them  to  !evy  scutage  from  their 
own  knights  seem  to  have  claimed  exemption  from  tliis  enquiry,  and  the 
controversy  was  eventually  decided  in  their  favour.3  According  to  the 
contemporary  enrolment,  the  writs  were  issued  from  the  Exchequer  to  a 
limited  number  of  sheriffs  on  the  9th  of  December.  Two  of  the  originals 
which  have  survived  are  dated  the  12th  of  December,  and  as  one  of  these  is 
directed  to  the  sheriff  of  Wilts,  who  is  not  named  in  the  enrolment,  it  seems

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probable  that  writs  were  sent  to  ali  the  sheriffs  alike.  In  support  of  this,  it 
may  be  observed  that  although  there  is  no  mention  in  the  enrolment  of  the 
issue  of  a  writ  to.the  sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  we  have  lists  of  serjeanties 
in  those  counties  which  may  be  assigned  to  December  1242,  or  January  1243. 

If  the  different  sheriffs  had  confined  themselves  strictly  to  giving  the 
information  demanded  of  them,  we  might  have  for  every  county  : — 

Tn  pursuance  of  the  writs  of  May  1242  : — 

A  list  of  tenants  in  ehief,  stating  the  number  of  the  fees  held  of 
each.1 

In  pursuance  of  the  writs  of  October  1242  : — - 

A  list  of  tenants  in  ehief,  stating  the  number  and  speeifying  the 
locaiity  of  the  fees  held  of  each  and.  the  honour  to  which  they 
belonged,  with  the  names  of  ali  resisters. 

In  pursuance  of  the  writs  and  instructions  of  December  1242  : — 

A  general  list  of  fees,  speeifying  their  locaiity,  their  owner,  their 
overlord,  and  the  honour  to  which  they  belonged,  wheresoever 
it  was  situate. 

A  list  of  persons  holding  ehief  honours  in  the  county,  with  particulars 
as  to  the  number  and  locaiity  of  the  fees  in  the  county  belonging 
to  each. 

A  separate  list  of  towns  held  by  serjeanty  or  the  like,  with  the 
names  of  the  owners  and  their  overlords. 

With  reference  to  the  writs  of  May  1242,  it  may  be  observed  that  a  sheriff 
could  hardly  prepare  an  accurate  statement  of  the  number  of  fees  belonging 
to  a  particular  lord  without  knowing  where  they  were  situate,  and  perhaps 
also  the  names  of  the  tenants  in  actual  possession.  Having  this  information. 
he  would  naturally  insert  it  in  his  return  to  the  Exchequer.  The  sheriff  of 
So  merset  and  Dorset  is  the  only  one  who  is  known  to  have  furnished  the  bald 
statisties  required  by  the  writ  without  adding  the  names  of  places. 

None  of  the  lists  printed  below  are  specifically  described  as  returns  to  the 
writs  of  October  1242.  For  practical  purposes,  the  returns  made  in  the  spring 
and  autumn  of  that  year  must  have  been  superseded  by  those  made  in  pur¬ 
suance  of  the  writs  and  instructions  of  December.  To  this  last  category 
belong  ali  the  lists  of  places  not  held  by  military  Service,  and,  presumably, 
most  of  the  lists  of  fees  resulting  from  inquisitions  talcen  hundred  by  hundred. 

Although  some  of  the  documents  printed  below  are  not  exactly  in  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  writs  and  instructions,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  their 
connexion  with  the  scutage  of  Gascony.  Some  indeed  are  not  of  the  nature 
of  returns  to  any  of  the  writs  of  1242,  having  been  prepared  for  the  assistance 
of  the  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  the  tax.  Many  of  the  lists  show  traces  of 
having  been  examined  at  the  Exchequer  as  vouchers  to  the  sheriffs’  accounts. 

The  fines  exacted  from  tenants  in  ehief  who  did  not  go  to  Gascony  are 
recorded  on  the  normal  Pipe  Rolls  of  the  pexlod,  but  the  accounts  of  the 
scutage  collected  by  tlie  sheriffs  were  entered  on  a  separate  roll,  which  has 
long  since  disappeared.  The  Pipe  Roll  of  1244  contains  severa  1  references 
to  sums  clue  “de  auxilio  ad  transfretacionem  regis  in  Wasconiam  sicut  continetur 
in  rotulo  compotorum  eiusem  auxilii.” 

Kent.  There  are  two  lists  of  fees  in  this  county  dating  from  the  later 
part  of  the  year  1242.  The  first  of  them  is  clividecl  into  six  sections,  each

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dealing  with  a  separate  lathe.  In  these  different  sections,  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  gronp  together  the  fees  of  particular  tenants  m  chief. 
On  the  baek  of  the  roll  there  is  a  series  of  lists  relatmg  to  the  counties  ot 
Lanc aster.  Salop,  Stafford.  Northumberland  and  Ilorcestei,  all  belonging  to 
the  same  year.  An  endorsement  specifically  connects  the  w hole  document 
with  the  expedition  to  Gascony.  The  internal  evidence  of  the  list  for  Kent  is 
also  confirmatory.  There  is  mention  in  it  of  the  heirs  of  Hamon  de  Valognes 
and  Roger  Malemains.  The  former  of  these  persons  seems  to  have  died 
shortly  before  the  lOth  of  September,  and  the  latter  shortly  before  the  llth 
of  November.  1242. 1  Robert  of  Barming,  who  is  mentioned  as  an  actual  tenant, 
obtained  liverv  of  his  lands  in  September  1242. 2  ^  ... 

Tlie  second  'list  printed  below  deals  with  the  whole  of  Kent  as  a  single  unit, 
and  brings  together  all  the  fees  of  each  tenant  in  chief.  Although  it  appears 
to  be  directly  founded  on  the  other  list,  there  are  some  variants  which  show 
some  independent  knowledge.  This  is  the  list  which  was  used  for  purposes  of 
audit,  as  evinced  by  marginal  notes  made  by  clerks  at  the  Exchequer.  There 
i-i  attached  to  it  a'  small  schedule  of  uncertain  date  concerning  fees  held  by 
the  Earl  of  Cornwall  in  right  of  his  wife,  Isabel  relict  of  Gilbert,  Earl  of 
Gloucester.  This  ladv  died  in  1240,  but,  Richard  of  Clare,  the  heir  to  the 
Earldom  of  Gloucester,  being  under  age,  the  Earl  of  Cornwall  was  allowed 
to  retain  his  interest  in  these  fees,  and  he  was  empowered  to  levv  scutage 
on  them  in  1242. 3 

Surrey.  There  are  two  versions  of  a  hst  of  fees  in  this  county  made  in 
connexion  with  the  scutage  of  1242.  The  sequence  of  the  names  and  the 
particulars  given  are  identical.  The  only  material  difference  between  the 
versions  is  that  one  of  them  contains  divergent  statements  as  to  the  fees  of 
the  Honour  of  Mandeville  at  Clapham  and  Carshalton.  While  Wi Iliam  de 
Fednes  appears  as  the  under-tenant  of  these  manors  in  both  the  documents, 
one  of  them  has  an  additional  section  in  which  Ingram  de  Fiennes  is  entered 
as  the  owner  of  part  of  the  estate.  It  is  difficult  to  ascertain  the  exact  date 
at  which  Ingram  de  Fiennes  succeeded  his  father  Wilham.  Two  rolls  of  the 
Exchequer  suggest  that  Wilham  was  dead  at  IVIichaelmas  1241. 4  On  the 
other  hand.  two  rolls  of  the  Chancery  seem  to  show  that  he  was  living  in  the 
spring  of  1242,  and  he  was  returned'  in  the  summer  or  autumn  of  that  year 
as  holding  lands  in  Somerset  and  Buckinghamshire.5 

The  two  versions  being  so  similar,  only  one  of  them  is  printed  below, 
but  variants  in  the  other  are  given  in  footnotes,  most  of  them  consisting  of 
marginal  memoranda  made  at  the  Exchequer. 

Sussex.  There  are  two  versions  of  a  hst  of  fees  in  this  county.  One, 
bearing  a  date,  is  written  on  the  back  of  the  longer  hst  for  Surrey  in  con- 
tinuation  of  it  ;  the  other  is  in  the  hand  of  the  clerk  who  wrote  the  shorter 
hst  for  Surrey  mentioned  above.  The  text  now  printed  is  that  of  the 
former,  but  the  other  version  has  been  collated,  and  all  important  variants 
have  been  noted.

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South ampton.  An  extant  list  of  fees  and  serjeanties  in  this  county  seems 
to  ha  ve  been  drawn  up  in  pursuance  of  the  writ  issued  early  in  December  1242. 
It  is,  however,  defective.  The  membrane  that  should  bear  a  general  heading 
for  the  whole  roll  has  disappeared  ;  many  tenants  in  chief  and  many  places 
are  unnoticed.  The  loss  of  part  of  the  return  must  have  occurred  at  a  very 
early  period,  for  the  six  membranes  that  survive  are  the  only  ones  that  were 
known  to  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees.  The  different  sections  are  printed 
below  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  given  in  that  work,  although  there  are 
grounds  for  suspecting  that  the  membranes  were  re-arranged  by  the 
transcribers.  If  the  document  is  actually  that  which  was  prepared  in  the 
county,  the  sheriff  must  have  disregarded  the  instruction  that  the  list  of 
places  not  held  by  military  Service  should  be  on  a  roll  separate  frorn  that 
containing  the  list  of  fees. 

AVilts.  There  are  several  documents  extant  relating  to  the  enquiries  made 
in  this  county  in  connexion  with  the  scutage  of  Gascony  : — 

(1)  A  list  of  fees  and  of  their  respective  tenants,  grouped  under  the  names 
of  the  overlords,  presumably  drawn  up  by  the  sheriff  in  pursuance  of  a  writ 
of  May  or  October  1242.  Fulk  Basset,  who  is  mentioned  in  it  as  holding 
Compton  and  Marden,  succeeded  his  brother  Gilbert  in  the  summer  of  1241. 1 
John  le  Evesque  (Episcopus),  another  tenant  mentioned,  was  dead  in 
January  1243. 2 

(2)  An  abstract  of  the  foregoing,  made  by  a  clerk  of  the  Exchequer  named 
Richard.  As  this  does  not  contain  any  additional  information  whatever,  the 
first  and  last  entries  only  are  printed  below. 

(3)  A  list  of  fees  and  of  their  respective  tenants,  grouped  under  the  names 
of  the  overlords,  to  which  is  attachecl  the  writ  of  12  December,  1242,  but 
without  the  instructions  that  accompanied  it.  This  list  is  wholly  independent 
of  the  earlier  one,  being  founded  upon  inquisitions  taken  in  the  several 
hundreds.  Compton  mentioned  above  is  here  stated  to  be  in  the  possession 
of  Reynold  de  Mohun,  who  had  recently  'married  Isabel,  relict  of  Gilbert 
Basset.3  A  mention  of  Henry  Engaine  as  mesne  tenant  of  Chalfield  during 
the  lifetime  of  his  father,  Viel,  must  not  be  taken  to  cast  any  doubt  upon  the 
date  of  the  list. 

(4)  A  copy  of  part  of  the  foregoing,  written  on  the  back  of  a  list  for  Berkshire. 
This  is  not  printed  separately  below. 

(5)  A  list  of  lands  and  towns  not  held  by  military  Service.  This  was  clearly 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  instructions  issued  in  December  1242. 

(6)  Two  inquisitions  as  to  fees  and  tenures  in  certain  hundreds.  Inasmuch 
as  the  findings  of  the  local  juries  here  recorded  are  not  incorporated  in  the 
general  list  of  fees  (No.  3  above),  or  in  the  general  list  of  serjeanties,  etc.  (No.  5 
above),  these  inquisitions  must  be  regarded  as  supplementary  thereto.  In 
other  words,  in  order  to  make  a  complete  list  of  the  holdings  of  the  chief  barons 
in  Wiltshire,  it  is  necessary  to  add  those  specified  herein  to  those  specified  in 
the  general  list. 

Somerset  and  Dorset.  Two  meagre  and  discrepant  returas  from  these 
linked  counties  are  printed  below.

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One,  here  printed  second,  is  a  list  of  tenants  in  chief,  giving  the  number  of 
their  respective  fees,  without  any  particulars  as  to  the  locality  of  such  fees 
or  their  tenants.  This  must  have  been  made  in  pursuance  of  the  writ  of 
May  1242. 

The  other  list  is  considerably  longer,  in  that  it  specifies  the  locality  of 
certain  fees.  It  does  not,  however,  give  the  names  of  the  tenants  in  possession, 
and  the  information  supphed  with  regard  to  some  of  the  principal  tenants 
in  chief  does  not  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  writs  of  October  or  Decem¬ 
ber  1242.  Nevertheless,  it  appears  to  belong  to  that  year.  Margery  fitz 
Payn,  who  is  mentioned  in  it,  obtained  the  custody  of  the  lands  of  her  deceased 
husband  in  1237. 1  Attention  may  be  drawn  to  the  mention  in  it  of  the 
guarclians  of  the  heirs  of  John  le  Daneys,  who  seems  to  have  died  in  1241, 
leaving  daughters  under  age.1 2  Sabina  de  Lorty,  described  as  the  heir  of 
Richard  Re  vel,  did  homage  in  the  spring  of  1242,  after  the  death  of  her 
husband.3  Catherine  of  Montagu,  another  person  mentioned  as  living,  was 
dead  in  November  1244. 4 

Devon.  The  Book  of  Fees  contains  transcripts  of  inquisitions  as  to  tenures 
in  the  hundreds  of  Lifton,  Witheridge,  Budleigh  with  Ottery,  Stanborough, 
Haytor  and  Ermington,  which  appear  to  be  connected  with  the  scutage  of 
Gascony.  All  the  originals  are  stili  extant,  having  shts  for  the  parchment  tags 
that  formerly  bore  the  seals  of  the  jurors.  Within  the  several  hundreds, 
there  is  no  grouping  of  the  fees  of  particular  persons,  but  exceptional  tenures 
are  entered  separately.  Although  none  of  these  inquisitions  are  dated,  the 
interna!  evidence  narrows  the  period  to  which  they  can  be  assigned.  John  de 
Courtenay,  who  is  mentioned  frequently  in  them  as  the  owner  of  the  barony 
of  Okehampton,  did  not  obtain  livery  of  his  lands  until  the  autumn  of  1242. 5 
Hugh  Peverel,  mentioned  as  an  under-tenant,  obtained  livery  of  the  lands 
which  he  held  in  chief  in  September  of  that  year.6  On  the  other  hand, 
Catherine  of  Montagu,  mentioned  as  the  owner  of  the  barony,  or  honour,  of 
Chisleborough,  was  dead  in  November  1244. 7  There  is  therefore  no  reason 
to  doubt  that  the  six  inquisitions  printed  below  were  taken  in  pursuance  of 
one  of  the  writs  issued  early  in  December  1242. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  inquisitions  taken  in  the  majority  of  the  hundreds 
of  Devon  had  disappeared  before  the  compilation  of  the  Book  of  Fees.  The 
defect  is,  however,  to  some  exterit  remedied  by  a  list  of  fees  throughout  the 
county,  which  is  explicitly  stated  to  have  been  prepared  by  the  king’s  order 
in  the  27th  year  of  his  reign.  In  this  list,  the  fees  are  grouped  under  the 
names  of  the  tenants  in  chief.  Although  it  covers  a  much  larger  area 
than  the  surviving  inquisitions,  its  scope  is  narro wer.  The  episcopal  fees, 
and  lands  held  in  frank  almoin,  in  socage,  or  by  serjeanty,  are  omitted.  Mesne 
tenants  are  ignored,  presumably  because  the  scutage  of  1242  was  leviable  only 
on  the  persons  in  actual  possession  of  fees  or  fractions  of  fees. 

An  examinatiori  of  this  general  list  of  fees  reveals  the  fact  that  those  of 
each  tenant  in  chief  are  grouped  according  to  the  hundreds  in  which  they

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were  situate.  Furthermore,  a  collation  of  it  with  the  six  extant  inquisitions 
shows  that  within  each  hundred  the  sequence  of  names  is  almost  identical. 
There  are  also  various  minor  coincidences  in  matters  of  statement  and 
phraseology.  The  ciear  inference  therefore  is  that  the  sheriff,  or  his  clerk, 
compiled  the  general  list  of  fees  from  the  original  inquisitions,  going  through 
them  one  by  one  and  picking  out  the  fees  held  of  each  tenant  in  chief.  Such 
a  procedure  might  naturally  be  expected,  being  in  fact  similar  to  that  adopted 
in  the  preparation  of  Domesday  Book.  In  a  few  cases,  the  compiler  of  the 
list  made  deliberate  alterations,  based  upon  local  knowledge.  Thus  he  supple- 
ments  the  inadequate  finding  of  the  jurors  of  Haytor  that  John  le  Baron 
held  half  a  fee  of  the  honour  of  Bradninch  by  a  statement  that  it  was  at 
Buckland.  It  is  uncertain  whether  his  substitution  of  Geoffrey  de  la  Hoke 
and  Ives  de  Servinton  for  their  respective  ‘  heirs  ’  mentioned  by  the  jurors 
was  intentional  or  accidental.  Anyhow,  a  theory  which  has  been  propounded 
that  the  inquisitions  are  later  than  the  general  list,  and  that  these 
two  persons  died  during  the  interval,1  appears  untenable.  The  heading  of 
the  last  section  of  the  general  list  specifically  mentions  the  ‘  inquisitions  ’ 
and  is  shortly  followed  by  a  statement  as  to  two  fees  in  Broad  Hemp- 
ston  which  is  copied  verbatim  from  the  inquisition  for  the  hundred  of 
Haytor. 

Hereford.  The  original  writ  of  9  December,  1242,  to  the  sheriff  of  Hereford- 
shire  and  the  accompanying  schedule  of  instructions  are  stili  extant.  In 
pursuance  of  these,  inquisitions  were  taken  in  the  several  hundreds  of  the 
county,  and  the  originals  of  these  have  also  been  preserved.  In  their  present 
order,  the  inquisition  for  the  hundred  of  Leominster  comes  first,  bearing 
date  the  22nd  of  January  1243  and  giving  the  names  of  the  jurors  responsible 
for  it.  The  other  nine  inquisitions  are  in  a  different  hand,  undated,  and 
somewhat  different  in  form.  This  series  of  documents  gives  a  list  of  the 
various  holdings,  sometimes  estimated  in  hides,  with  the  names  of  the  tenants 
in  possession,  of  the  mesne  lords  if  any,  of  the  overlords,  and  of  the  honours 
to  which  they  respectively  belonged.  They  also  state  the  nature  of  the  tenure, 
whether  knight  Service,  serjeanty,  socage,  or  frank  almoin. 

From  these  inquisitions,  the  sheriff  or  his  clerk  prepared  a  roll  of  fees,  which 
is  also  extant.  It  deals  only  with  such  lands  as  were  held  by  knight  Service, 
and  it  arranges  them  under  the  chief  lords  or  honours  to  which  they  pertained. 
A  comparison  of  the  roll  with  the  inquisitions  shows  that  the  compiler 
went  through  the  latter  systematically,  picking  out  from  them  in  tum  the 
entries  relating  to  each  overlordship  or  honour.  The  process  can  be  followed 
by  the  sequence  of  the  names,  and  verbal  coincidences  may  also  be  observed. 
The  entries  in  the  roll  are  often  shorter  than  the  corresponding  entries  in 
the  inquisitions,  mesne  tenants  being  ignored.  On  the  other  hand,  the  com¬ 
piler  sometimes  adds  information,  and  he  often  converts  the  hidage  of  the 
inquisitions  into  knights’  fees,  usually,  but  not  always,  at  the  rate  of  fi  ve 
hides  to  a  fee.  There  are  also  some  interesting  variants  in  the  spolling  of 
proper  names.  The  omission  from  the  roll  of  some  entries  concerning  the 
honours  of  Gloucester  and  Wilton  may  have  been  accidental.  The  fees  of 
the  Bishop  of  Hereford  are  not  mentioned,  presumably  because  he  did  not 
pay  through  the  sheriff.  The  omission  of  fees  held  directly  of  the  king  is  more 
remarkable,  and  it  suggests  that  the  roll  is  imperfect. 

No  traces  have  been  found  of  the  second  roll,  in  which  the  sheriff  was

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directed  to  enumerate  the  places  in  his  county  which  were  held  otherwise 
than  bv  military  Service  ;  the  materia!  for  it  is  scattered  in  the  original 
inquisitions  which  he  sent  to  the  Exchequer.  In  this  connexion  it  may  be 
observed  that,  according  to  an  early  endorsement  printed  below,  the  file 
containing  the  returns  from  Herefordshire  seems  to  have  formerly  consisted 
of  nineteen  ‘  pieces,’  or  membranes,  exclusive  of  the  writ  and  instructions. 
There  are  now  not  more  than  fourteen,  but  these  comprise  ali  the  material 
used  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  more  than  six  centuries  ago. 

Glofcester.  Such  returns  as  were  made  from  this  county  in  1242  had 
disappeared  before  t lie  compilation  of  the  Book  of  Fees.  The  transcribers 
have,  however,  preserved  a  statement  as  to  the  levy  of  the  scutage  of  Gascony 
in  the  bailiwick  of  Cirencester,  at  the  rate  of  three  marks  on  the  fee. 

Oxford.  The  documents  relating  to  the  scutage  of  Gascony  for  this  county 
fall  under  two  heads.  There  is  in  the  first  place  the  writ  of  December  1242 
addressed  to  the  sheriff,  followed  by  an  inquisition  taken  in  pursuance  of 
it,  and  there  is  in  the  second  place  a  list  of  fees  grouped  under  their  chief  lords. 
Both  of  these  documents  present  certain  peculiarities,  and  the  relation  between 
them  is  uncertain. 

The  writ  will  be  found  to  chffer  slightly  fi’om  others  issued  at  the  same  time 
and  for  the  sanie  purpose,  and  the  inquisition  appears  to  have  been  taken  by 
one  jury  for  the  whole  county,  not  by  separate  juries  for  the  different  hundreds 
according  to  the  more  usual  practice.  The  fees  in  each  hundred  are,  however, 
enumerated  consecutively,  the  four  and  a  half  hundreds  of  Binfield,  Langtree, 
Lewknor,  Pirton  and  Ewelmeand  the  manor  of  Benson  being  grouped  under  the 
collective  narne  of  Chiltern.  Although  the  sheriff  had  been  ordered  to  hold  his 
enquiry  “  aswell  within  liberties  as  without,”  nothing  was  done  by  him  in  the 
hundreds  of  Banbury,  Tliame  and  Dorchester,  which  belonged  to  the  Bishop  of 
Lincoln.  A  second  section  of  the  inquisition  deals,  hundred  by  hundred,  with 
lands  held  by  serjeanty,  and  a  third  deals  similarly  with  lands  held  in  frank  almoin 
or  by  uncertain  tenures.  On  the  dorse  of  the  last  membrane  of  the  inquisition 
there  is  a  list  of  tenants  in  chief  in  the  county  who  obtained  writs  of  scutage. 

The  hst  of  fees  arranged  under  their  overlords  would  naturali)7  have  been 
compiled  from  the  local  inquisition,  but  a  close  examination  shows  it  to  contain 
various  particulars  which  are  not  derived  from  the  other  document.  It  has,  for 
instance,  an  entry  stating  that  Margery  de  Reviers  held  Nuneham  in  demesne,  al¬ 
though  the  inquisition  for  the  hundred  of  Bullingdon  makes  no  mention  of  lier 
or  of  that  place.  In  some  cases  it  supplies  the  surnames  of  the  tenants  or  the 
names  of  the  mesne  lords.  The  compiler  must  therefore  have  had  access  to 
some  sources  of  information  now  unknown.  Certain  entries  in  the  inquisi¬ 
tions  are  omitted  in  the  classified  list  of  fees,  either  by  accident  or  of  set 
purpose.  The  most  important  omission  is  that  of  the  honours  of  Walling- 
forcl  and  St.  Valery,  both  belonging  to  Richard,  Earl  of  Cornwall,  who  seems 
to  have  levied  the  scutage  therein  through  his  own  officers. 

Berks.  The  documents  concerning  the  scutage  of  Gascony  in  this  county 
fall  into  three  divisions,  and  it  is  difficult  to  establish  the  connexion  between 
them. 

(1)  There  are  two  versions  of  a  general  list  of  fees,  giving  the  names  of  the 
places  and  of  their  owners  and  giving  also  the  amounts  of  the  Services  due, 
but  not  giving  the  names  of  overlords  or  baronies.  They  differ  slightly  in 
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form,  and  one  of  them,  presumably  made  at  the  Exchequer,  contains  also 
lists  of  certain  fees  in  Worcestershire  and  Northamptonshire  which  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  list  for  Berkshire.  The  manuscripts  of  both  versions 
are  noted  as  being  “  in  libro,”  but  in  point  of  fact  the  compilers  of  the  Book 
of  Fees  simply  copied  the  inferior  one.  The  text  printed  below  is  taken  from 
the  earher  and  better  version,  and  it  has  not  been  considered  necessary  to 
collate  the  other.  The  arrangement  of  the  hst  appears  to  be  according  to 
hundreds.  It  does  not  satisfy  the  requirements  of  any  of  the  known  writs 
of  1242. 

(2)  There  is  a  hst  of  fees  in  Berkshire,  arranged  more  or  less  according  to 
hundi’eds  and  giving  the  names  of  the  overlords  as  well  as  those  of  the  tenants 
in  possession.  On  the  back  of  it  a  different  scribe  has  copied  part  of  one  of 
the  contemporary  returns  from  Wiltshire.  To  this  document  is  attached  a 
membrane  enumerating  certain  other  fees,  the  iords  of  which  had  obtained 
writs  of  respite  or  scutage,  and  containing  a  reference  to  a  writ  of  respite 
issued  early  in  October  1242.  There  are  grounds  for  beheving  that  both 
these  documents  were  prepared  in  connexion  with  the  writ  sent  to  the 
sheriff  at  the  end  of  that  month,  although  the  longer  of  them  does  not  group 
the  fees  under  the  names  of  the  tenants  in  chief.  This  writ  orders  the  sheriff 
to  return  the  names  of  any  tenants  ‘  resisting  ’  him,  and  one  such  name  is 
endorsed  on  the  second  membrane. 

(3)  In  obedience  to  the  writ  and  instructions  of  December  1242,  the  sheriff 
of  Berkshire  caused  two  rolls  to  be  prepared,  the  one  giving  a  list  of  the  knights’ 
fees  in  the  county  grouped  under  the  names  of  the  tenants  in  chief,  the  other 
enumerating  the  places  which  were  not  held  by  military  Service.  The  names 
of  the  jurors  responsible  are  prefixed  to  each  of  the  lists  ;  eleven  of  them 
occur  in  both.  Marginal  notes  show  that  the  roll  of  fees  here  mentioned  is 
that  which  was  used  at  the  Exchequer  at  the  audit  of  the  sheriff ’s  account. 

Bedford  and  Buckingham.  None  of  the  original  returns  made  from  these 
linked  counties  in  connexion  with  the  scutage  of  Gascony  have  been  preserved. 
The  Book  of  Fees,  however,  contains  transcripts  of  several  documents  which 
appear  to  have  been  prepared  after  the  issue  of  the  writs  of  October  or 
December  1242.  The  date  is  evidenced  by  their  general  character  and  by  the 
mention  of  Walter  Marshal  as  Earl  of  Pembroke,  his  elder  brother,  Gilbert, 
having  been  killed  on  the  27th  of  June  in  that  year.  Regarded  broadly,  the 
lists  printed  below  are  divisible  into  tliree  sections,  of  which  the  first  and  second 
are  complementary  to  each  other. 

The  first  section  deals  witli  such  places  as  did  not  pertain  to  the  specific 
liberties  and  baronies  which  form  the  subject  of  the  second  section.  It  fluis 
enumerates  fees  held  directly  of  the  king,  fees  held  of  various  overlords  not 
named  in  the  second  section,  and  lands  held  otherwise  than  by  military  Service. 
It  contains  at  least  one  reference  to  the  inquisitions  upon  which  it  must  have 
been  based,  and  the  arrangement  is  topographical,  according  to  hundreds, 
taken  in  the  following  order  :  Willey,  Flitt,  Barford,  Stodden,  Radbornestoke, 
Manshcad,  Biggleswade,  Wixamtree  and  Clifton,  in  Bedfordshire  :  ( 1 )  Stodfold, 
Roulowe  and  La  Mewe  ;  (2)  Mulshoe,  Seglowe  and  Bonestowe  ;  (3)  Ashcndon, 
Ixhill  and  Waddesdon  ;  (4)  Risborough,  Stone  and  Aylesbury  ;  (5)  Yardley, 
Cottesloe  and  Muresley  ;  (6)  Stoke,  and  Desborough,  in  Buckinghamshire. 
A  page  and  a  half  in  the  Book  of  Fees  which  should  have  dealt  with  the 
hundred  of  Burnham  have  been  left  blank,  with  a  note — “deficit  in  the 
maigin. 
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The  second  section  deals  with  twelve  groups  of  fees  arranged  under  the 
names  of  the  baronies  of  which  they  were  held.  One  of  these  groups  relating 
to  fees  held  of  William  de  Say  is  due  to  a  mistake  on  the  part  of  the  compiler, 
other  fees  held  of  William  de  Say  being,  as  he  admits,  entered  in  the  first 
section  (in  alio  rotulo).  A  few  other  defects  may  also  be  observed.  Four  of 
the  baronies  are  described  as  ‘  liberties,’  and  it  is  probable  that  the  lists  of 
fees  belonging  to  them  were  supplied  by  their  respecti  ve  stewards. 

The  third  section  is  not  an  independent  return,  being  merely  a  series  of 
extracts  made  for  the  purpose  of  enumerating  the  fees  lielcl  of  certain  overlords 
who  had  obtained  writs  of  sc-utage.  It  supplies  some  informat  ion  about  places 
in  the  hundred  of  Burnham,  obviouslv  derived  from  the  part  of  the  local 
return  which  is  not  transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees. 

Between  the  second  and  third  sections  tliere  is  a  short  hst  of  fees  from 
which  the  Earl  of  Cornwall  received  the  scutage.  Some  of  these  fees  are 
included  in  the  hst  of  the  fees  of  the  Countess  of  Oxford  in  the  second  section, 
while  others  occur  in  the  corrupt  text  of  the  list  of  the  fees  of  Earl  Richard. 
Beyond  noting  that  Earl  Richard  stili  retained  an  interest  in  those  fees  of  Clare 
which  had  formed  part  of  the  dower  of  his  deceased  wife,  nothing  certain  can 
be  said  as  to  the  nature  of  this  hst. 

The  text  of  the  lists  for  Bedfordshire  and  Buckinghamshire  is  extremely 
unsatisfactory.  One  important  lacuna  in  it  has  been  mentioned  above,  and 
the  whole  piece  relating  to  the  fees  of  the  Earl  of  Cornwall  is  in  its  present 
forni  unintelhgible.  The  marginal  entries  are  complicated  throughout,  and 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  re-arrange  them  to  some  extent  for  the  purpose 
of  the  present  edition.  Nothing  short  of  a  facsimile  could  reproduce  them 
exactly. 

Middlesex.  The  first  of  the  two  documents  printed  below  in  connexion 
with  the  scutage  of  Gascony  in  this  county  is  a  curiously  wcrded  hst  of  fees 
giving  the  names  of  the  tenants  in  possession  and  the  overlords.  It  concludes 
with  a  list  of  resisters  prepared  in  pursuance  of  the  writ  of  October  1242. 

The  second  document  is  a  copy  of  the  account  rendered  by  the  sheriffs  of 
London  from  such  of  the  fees  specihed  in  the  other  hst  as  were  not  held  of 
persons  who  had  obtained  writs  of  scutage. 

Essex  axd  Hertford.  The  information  given  with  regard  to  the  scutage 
of  Gascony  in  these  comities  is  scanty.  Ah  the  original  documents  have 
long  since  disappeared,  and  the  Book  of  Fees  supplies  nothing  more  than 
abstracts  of  the  accounts  rendered  by  the  sheriif  and  by  the  bailiff  of  the 
hundred  of  Rocliford.  In  these  accounts  tliere  is  of  course  no  mention  of 
fees  held  of  persons  who  had  obtained  writs  of  scutage.  Furthermore,  they 
do  not  even  name  the  fees  held  of  great  barons  who  had  not  obtained  sucli 
writs,  and  wliose  tenants  were  consequently  hable.  Such  particulars  as  are 
given  with  regard  to  tenures  are  only  in  respect  of  the  smaher  estates. 

The  sheriif  liimself,  Richard  de  Munfichet,  had  obtained  a  writ  of  scutage 
by  senchng  two  knights  in  his  own  stead  to  Gascony. 1 

Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  The  Book  of  Fees  supphes  for  each  of  these 
counties  a  hst  of  fees  from  which  the  sheriif  might  levy  scutage  for  the  king. 
In  both  of  them  the  arrangement  is  according  to  baronies  or  overlordship. 
There  are  also  lists  of  lands  held  by  serjeanty,  presumably  copied  from  the

Cambridge  and  Hgntingdon.  Two  documents  connected  with  the  levy 
of  the  scutage  of  Gascony  in  these  counties  are  printed  below.  The  first  is  a 
list  of  fees  held  of  the  king  or  of  lords  who  had  not  obtained  writs  of  scutage. 
The  second,  very  similar  in  character,  has  additions  showing  the  amounts 
levied  from  the  chfferent  tenants  in  possession  and  paid  into  the  Treasury. 
Marginal  notes  show  it  to  have  been  used  in  connexion  with  the  audit  of  the 
sherifPs  account.  Most  of  the  discrepancies  between  the  two  lists  are  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  fees  ascribed  in  one  to  the  Honour  of  Payn  Peverel  are 
in  the  other  divided  between  the  baronies  of  Gilbert  Peche  and  Hugh  de  Dive, 
two  of  the  co-heirs.  There  are  no  returns  of  the  fees  held  of  persons  who  had 
obtained  writs  of  scutage,  or  of  lands  held  otherwise  than  by  military  Service. 

Northampton.  None  of  the  original  returns  from  this  county  in  connexion 
with  the  scutage  of  1242  have  been  preserved.  The  Book  of  Fees,  however, 
contains  transcripts  of  three  lists  of  fees  in  Northamptonshire  which  evidently 
date  from  that  year.  For  convenience  they  may  be  called  A,  B  and  C.  In 
ali  three  the  fees  are  grouped  under  the  names  of  the  tenants  in  chief,  and 
in  other  respects  a  very  close  resemblance  may  be  observed  between  them. 

For  the  text  of  A,  which  is  the  fullest  and  best,  we  are  entirely  dependent 
upon  the  Book  of  Fees.  It  enumerates  firstly  the  fees  in  the  body  of  the 
county  which  were  liable  for  scutage  to  the  king,  secondly  the  fees  in  the 
liberty  of  the  abbot  of  Peterborough  which  were  not  held  of  the  abbot  and  were 
similarly  liable,  and  thirdly  the  fees  held  of  persons  who  had  obtained  writs 
of  scutage.  This  last  section  has  no  descriptive  title,  but  its  nature  is  revealed 
by  an  examination  of  the  Scutage  Roll  and  the  Close  Roll  of  1242. 

The  text  of  B  as  given  in  the  Book  of  Fees  is  apparently  derived  from  a 
version  written  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  back  of  an  original  return  from  Wilt- 
shire.  Although  manifestly  incomplete,  it  furnishes  some  information  which 
is  not  to  be  found  in  the  existing  text  of  A.  The  scribe  began  by  copying 
the  writ  of  December  addressed  to  the  sheriff  of  Wiltshire,  thus  suggesting  that 
lie  regarded  the  list  of  fees  in  Northamptonshire  as  a  return  to  a  similar  writ. 

The  text  of  C  as  given  in  the  Book  of  Fees  is  derived  from  the  later  part 
of  an  abstract  made  at  the  Exchequer  of  returns  from  more  than  one  county. 
The  sequence  of  the  names  and  other  details  show  that  the  entries  concerning 
Northamptonshire  in  this  abstract  were  in  tum  based  upon  the  document, 
now  lost,  which  served  as  the  original  foundation  of  the  B  text.  B  and  C 
alike  credit  certain  fees  to  Neal  de  Mowbray,  who  had  died  in  1230,  whilc  A 
credits  them  to  his  brother  Roger,  who  obtained  livery  of  his  inheritance  in 
May  1241. 1  On  the  other  hand,  G  is  sometimes  more  correct  than  B. 

The  text  of  A  is  printed  below  from  the  only  available  source,  the  Book 
of  Fees ;  that  of  B  is  printed  from  the  earlier  Exchequer  manuscript ;  C  has 
been  used  only  as  a  cheek  upon  B. 

Warwiok  and  Leicester.  For  these  two  counties  there  is  one  list  of 
fees  in  1242,  grouped  according  to  baronies.  As  in  the  great  return  from 
Lincolnshire  and  elsewhere,  the  references  to  overlords  must  not  be  construed 
too  litcrally.  One  section  is  licadcd  “  Feoda  Radulfi  de  Touney,  although

338,  372  ;  Close  Rotis,  1237-12 42, 
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definite  news  of  the  death  of  Ralph  de  Toeni  had  reached  England  by  January 
1241. 1  So  again,  another  section  is  headed  “  Feoda  Hugonis  Wack,”  although 
Hugh  Wake  was  dead  in  January  1242. 2  In  this  latter  case,  the  compiler 
of  the  list  was  certainly  cognisant  of  the  faet,  for  both  the  places  mentioned 
in  the  section  are  stated  to  be  held  of  ‘the  heir  ’  of  Hugh.  Twyford  and 
Thorpe  are  stated  to  be  held  “  de  Willelmo  de  Bruere,”  although  they  had  been 
assigned  in  dower  to  his  relict  as  far  back  as  the  year  1234. 3  On  the  other 
hand,  certain  fees  are  credited  to  Robeit  of  Stafford,  who  did  not  obtain 
livery  of  his  inheritance  until  October  1241. 4 

The  list  does  not  include  the  fees  of  the  Earl  of  Winchester,  Roger  de  Somery, 
and  others  who  had  obtained  writs  of  scutage.  There  is  a  duplicate  of  it  in 
S.  ij.  24,  which  was  used  at  the  Exchequer,  where  all  the  different  sections 
were  noted  as  being  ‘  in  rotulo’. 

Worcester.  For  this  county  there  is  a  short  hst  of  fees  liable  for  scutage 
to  the  king  as  ascertained  by  inquisition.  On  the  dorse  of  the  roll  there  is  a 
list  of  the  tenants  in  chief  who  had  obtained  writs  of  scutage. 

Salop  and  Stafford.  The  Book  of  Fees  contains  three  lists  relating  to 
the  scutage  of  Gascony,  all  three  copied  from  manuscripts  which  are  stili 
extant. 

The  first  and  best  of  thern  enumerates  the  fees  in  both  counties,  including 
those  of  the  few  tenants  in  chief  who  had  obtained  writs  of  scutage.  On 
the  margin  of  the  original  roll  there  are  notes  ‘  Breve  ’  or  ‘  In  rotulo ,’  added 
at  the  Exchequer.  Internal  evidence  seems  to  show  that  this  compilation 
was  itself  based  upon  inquisitions  taken  hundred  by  hundred,  and  it  may 
confidently  be  classed  with  similar  returns  from  other  counties  prepared  in 
pursuance  of  the  writs  of  December  1242.  Eyton  indeed  ascribes  it  to  the 
year  1240,  presumably  because  it  mentions  the  barony  of  Walter  de  Lacy, 
uho  was  dead  in  February  1241,  but  this  estate  was  not  divided  between 
the  coheirs  until  1244. 5  There  are  mentions  in  the  list  of  Robert  of  Stafford 
which  can  liardly  be  earlier  than  October  1241,  when  he  succeeded  his  brother 
Hervey.6  The  results  of  the  enquiry  held  in  Shropshire  at  the  end  of  1242 
or  the  beginning  of  1243  were  known  to  the  jurors  who,  a  century  later,  supplied 
analogous  information,  for  the  persons  named  by  them,  in  1346,  as  the  former 
[quondam)  tenants  of  particular  fees  prove  in  almost  every  case  to  be  those 
who  are  named  in  this  roll.7 

The  other  two  lists  in  the  Book  of  Fees  are  copied  from  transcripts 
made  at  the  Exchequer,  at  unknown  dates  between  1242  and  1303,  from 
a  common  original  now  lost.  Several  baronies  are  unnoticed  in  either. 
W  hile  the  points  of  agreement  between  the  main  list  and  these  two  shorter

the  points  of  difference  are  also  so  marked  that  they  cannot  be  ascribed  to 
mere  clerical  blunders.  Eyton  has,  with  much  learning,  shown  that,  in 
several .cases  of  divergence  in  the  entries  concerning  Shropshire,  the  error 
lies  with  the  shorter  texts,  and  it  seems  possible  that  they  represent  the 
sherifFs  return  to  the  writ  of  October  1242.  The  section  relating  to  Stafford- 
shire  is  obviously  imperfect.  A  repetition  in  both  versions  of  the  entry  con¬ 
cerning  Ridware  throws  discredit  upon  the  lost  document  from  which  they 
were  copied. 

The  longer  list  for  both  counties  is  printed  below  from  the  original  roll. 
Of  the  shorter  hsts  one  only  is  now  printed,  but  the  more  important  variants 
in  the  other,  which  exists  in  duplicate,  are  given  in  footnotes. 

Nottingham  and  Derby.  The  transcripts  in  the  Book  of  Fees  relating 
to  these  linked  counties  are  more  than  usually  confused,  and  the  loss  of  most 
of  the  originals  has  made  the  classification  of  them  somewhat  difficult. 

The  first  document  printed  below  is  a  short  statement  of  the  scutage  levied 
by  the  sheriff  from  certain  specified  persons  and  by  him  paid  into  the 
Exchequer  by  the  middle  of  October  1242.  On  the  back  of  the  original  is  a 
list  of  persons  who  had  obtained  writs  of  scutage  and  would  not  allow  enquiry 
to  be  made  as  to  the  fees  held  of  them.  This  is  immediately  followed  by  a 
note  that  the  Earl  of  Derby,  who  had  not  obtained  a  writ,  would  not  allow 
enquiry  to  be  made,  undertaking,  however,  to  collect  from  his  own  tenants 
the  money  due  from  them  to  the  king.  It  has  not  been  considered  necessary 
to  reprint  a  second  version  of  the  list  of  persons  who  had  paid  by  the  middle 
of  October  1242. 

The  second  document  printed  below  is  a  list  of  the  fees  and  the  tenants 
of  overlords  who  appear  to  have  obtained  writs  of  scutage.  It  concludes 
with  a  list  of  the  persons  who  had  been  deputed  to  summon  certain 
recalcitrant  tenants  in  chief,  evidently  furnished  in  pursuance  of  the  writ 
of  October  1242. 

The  Edwardian  Book  supplies  also  an  elaborate  list  of  the  fees  and  the 
tenants  of  overlords  who  had  obtained  writs  of  scutage,  followed  by  an  assess- 
ment  of  the  fees  of  those  tenants  in  chief  who  had  not  obtained  such  writs. 
As  the  earlier  part  of  the  return  is  directly  based  upon  the  list  compiled  in 
October,  any  material  variants  therefrom  that  occur  in  it  must  be  taken  to 
have  been  made  deliberately.  This  list  and  this  assessment  are  alike  entered 
over  again  in  the  Book  in  four  detached  sections,  each  of  which  presumably 
rcpresents  a  separate  piece  of  a  duplicate  roll  now  lost.  The  text  printed 
below  follows  the  consecutive  version,  the  principal  variants  in  the  other  being 
given  within  brackets  or  in  footnotes. 

Lastly,  there  is  a  list  of  places  held  otherwise  than  by  military  Service,  the 
‘  nomina  villarum  ’  prepared  in  pursuance  of  the  instructions  issued  in 
December  1242. 

Lincoln.  The  first  document  printed  below  with  rcgard  to  this  county 
is  a  comparatively  short  list  of  certain  fees  liable  to  pay  scutage  to  the  Crown, 
stating  the  amount  charged  upon  each.  It  is  immediately  followed  by  a  list 
of  the  prelates  and  barons  who  had  obtained  writs  of  scutage  whereby  their 
tenants  were  exempted  from  payment  to  the  Crown. 

In  pursuance  of  the  king's  writ  of  December  1242,  separate  inquisitions 
were  taken  in  the  different  wapentakes  of  the  county.  Twenty-seven  of 
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these  inquisitions,  constituting  a  verv  valuable  series,  are  entered  in  the 
Book  of  Fees,  while  extracts  from  others  which  were  missing  at  the  time  of 
its  compilation  have  survived  in  another  form,  as  will  be  shown.  These 
inquisitions  deal  not  only  with  knights’  fees,  but  also  with  the  demesnes  of 
tenants  in  chief  and  lands  held  by  serjeanty,  in  socage  and  in  frank  almoin. 

In  1242,  as  in  1212,  the  retnrns  from  Lincolnshire  were  singularly  elaborate, 
giving  a  great  deal  of  information  that  had  not  been  demanded  by  the  king’s 
writs.  It  would  even  seem  that  the  persons  responsible  for  them  had  access 
to  historical  notes  of  some  sort,  presumably  supplied  by  the  sheriff  or  the 
Exchequer.  No  trouble  was,  however,  taken  to  secure  uniformity  in  the 
rendering  of  persona  1  names.  Thus  the  lady  styled  Pernel  de  Croum  in  one 
inquisition  is  the  Pernel  de  Vaus  of  another,  and  figures  as  ‘  the  heir  of  Croum  ’ 
in  a  third.  Instances  of  such  variations  might  easily  be  multiplied. 

It  is  more  important  to  observe  that  the  findings  of  some  of  these  inquisitions 
with  regard  to  overlordships  must  not  be  construed  quite  literally.  Unless 
the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees  have  omitted  some  material  words  which 
would  have  altered  the  sense  of  certain  entries,  the  juries  cannot  have  been 
careful  to  distinguish  between  the  past  and  the  present,  between  the  dead 
and  the  living.  The  fees  to  which  Robert  of  Stafford  succeeded  in  October  1241 
are  credited  indifferently  to  his  brother  Hervey  Bagot,  called  also  Hervey 
of  Stafford,  and  to  ‘the  heirs  '  of  the  said  Hervey.1  So  again,  fees  of  the 
barony  of  Belvoir  are  credited  indifferently  to  William  de  Aubigny,  to  ‘  the 
heir  ’  of  William  de  Aubigny,  and  to  ‘  the  heirs  ’  of  William  of  Belvoir.  One 
of  the  Chancery  rolls  of  the  period  shows  that,  in  January  1242,  Joan  relict 
of  Hugh  Wake  obtained  the  wardship  of  his  son  and  heir,  whose  name  is 
known  to  have  been  Baldwin.2 *  There  is  therefore  no  difficulty  in  reconeiling 
statements  that  particular  fees  were  held  in  chief  by  Joan  Wake,  by  4  the 
heir  ’  of  Hugh  Wake,  and  by  Baldwin  Wake.  The  inquisition  for  the  wapen- 
take  of  Graffoe,  however,  represents  the  deceased  Hugh  afe  the  tenant  at 
the  very  time  when  Joan  Wake  is  entered  as  holding  elsewhere  in  the  same 
wapentake,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  the  Baldwin  mentioned  was  the 
father  of  Hugh.  Four  entries  in  this  inquisition  represent  4  Earl  David  ’ 
as  holding  directly  of  the  king,  the  person  thus  described  being  the  Earl  of 
Huntingdon  who  had  died  as  far  back  as  the  year  1219. 

The  foregoing  instances  are  cited  not  in  order  to  discredit  these  inquisitions, 
but  by  way  of  caution  against  a  misinterpretation  of  them.  The  juries  seem 
in  many  cases  to  have  been  satisfied  with  enumerating  the  places  in  Hieir 
respective  districts,  naming  the  persons  in  actual  possession,  specifying  the 
tenure,  and  assigning  them  to  different  baronies,  without  naming  the  actual 
owners  of  those  baronies. 

After  the  receipt  of  the  inquisitions  from  the  several  wapentakes,  the  sheriff 
or  his  clerk  prepared  a  general  return  of  the  knights’  fees  in  the  county.  For 
this  purpose  the  inquisitions  were  systematically  examined,  and  the  entries 
relating  to  the  fees  of  each  of  the  principal  baronies  were  brought  together 
in  regular  sequence,  as  in  Domesday  Book.  Some  of  the  entries  were  curtailed, 
and  others  concerning  places  not  held  by  military  Service  were  omitted.  Certain 
discrepancies  between  different  inquisitions  were  also  reconciled.  Thus  fees 
credited  in  one  to  Hugh  de  Nevill  the  forester  and  in  another  to  his  son,  John 
de  Nevill  the  forester,  were  enumerated  under  the  name  of  the  latter.  Never- 
theless  Robert  of  Stafford  was  stili  ignored.  Being  directly  founded  upon

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the  inquisitions,  the  general  return  of  fees  cannot  be  expected  to  yield  fresh 
information  with  regard  to  places  in  twenty-seven  of  the  wapentakes.  Inas- 
much,  however,  as  ali  the  original  documents  are  missing,  the  transcrip  s  of 
this  return  in  the  Book  of  Fees  are  useful  as  a  check  upon  the  rendering  of 
proper  names  in  the  transcripts  of  the  inquisitions.  Furthermore,  they 
mention  fees  in  those  wapentakes  for  which  the  inquisitions  had  been  lost 
before  the  compilation  of  the  Book  of  Fees. 

In  1303,  the  list  of  fees  in  Lincolnshire,  compiled  from  the  inquisitions 
of  1242,  was  made  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  the  assessment  of  the  Aid  for  the 
marriage  of  the  king’s  daughter,  Eleanor.  In  the  new  list  then  prepared, 
the  fees  are  again  arranged  under  baronies  and  in  the  same  order.  Most  of 
the  old  headings  are  retained  without  alteration,  although  the  barons  named 
in  them  had  long  been  dead.  While  the  new  list  gives  the  names  of  the  persons 
in  actual  possession  of  lands  in  1303,  it  gives  also  the  names  of  the  former 
(quondam)  tenants,  that  is  to  say  those  who  were  in  possession  in  1242.  The 
section  relating  to  the  fees  of  the  abbot  of  Peterborough  gives  only  the  names 
of  the  former  tenants.1 

York.  For  this  county  there  are  two  versions  of  a  list  of  certain  fees 
grouped  according  to  baronies.  Although  both  are  in  one  hand  and  obviously 
based  upon  a  common  original,  both  are  transcribed  consecutively  in  the 
Book  of  Fees.  The  brevity  of  some  of  the  entries  suggests  that  the  list  was 
prepared  as  a  return  to  the  writ  of  October  1242,  rather  than  to  that  of 
December.  One  version  only  is  printed  below,  that  which  was  used  at  the 
Exchequer.  The  other  has,  however,  been  collated,  and  all  variants  of  any 
importance  found  in  it  are  given  in  footnotes.  The  document  here  printed 
contains  a  list  of  persons  who  had  obtained  writs  of  scutage  ;  their  fees  are  not 
enumerated.  A  financial  statement  as  to  scutage  not  collected  by  the  sheriff, 
Henry  of  Bath,  is  an  addition  to  this  document,  in  a  different  hand. 
The  debts  are  entered  under  the  names  of  the  overlords,  without  mention  of 
the  persons  who  ought  to  have  paid. 

Lancaster  (county  and  honour).  In  connexion  with  the  scutage  of  Gascony, 
the  Book  of  Fees  gives  two  versions  of  a  series  of  returns,  one  derived  from 
an  original  roll,  the  other  derived  from  an  abbreviated  copy  made  on  the 
back  of  a  return  from  Kent.  The  text  printed  below  is  based  on  the  former, 
and  the  transcript  of  it  in  the  Book  of  Fees  lias  been  used  for  supplying  some 
deficiencies  in  the  original.  The  abbreviated  version  has  not  been  reprinted, 
but  some  of  its  variant  readings  are  given  in  footnotes,  although  they  are 
open  to  suspicion.  A  third  manuscript  (8.  ij.  30)  is  only  a  copy  of  the 
abbreviated  version. 

An  inquisition  by  twenty  jurors  touching  the  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Hornby 
occurs  at  the  end  of  the  abbreviated  version,  and  is  accordingly  printed  below. 
Its  connexion  with  the  scutage  of  Gascony  is,  however,  uncertain. 

Nortiiumberland.  YVe  are  entirely  dependent  upon  the  Book  of  Fees 
for  the  text  of  a  very  elaborate  document  which  seems  to  have  been  prepared 
in  this  county  in  pursuance  of  the  writ  and  instructions  of  December  1242. 
Inasmuch  as  the  earlier  part  of  it  deals  with  knights’  fees,  arranged  under 
baronies,  and  the  later  part,  almost  exclusively,  with  lands  not  held  by  military

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Service,  the  transcript  may  represent  two  original  rolls,  both  now  lost.  Many 
of  the  proper  names  in  it  ha  ve  been  misread,  and  erroneous  headings  have 
been  prefixed  to  the  paragraphs  relating  to  lands  held  in  the  scutage  of 
John  fitz  Robert. 

The  Book  of  Fees  contains  also  an  abbreviated  version  of  part  of  the 
foregoing,  derived  from  a  manuscript  made  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  back  of 
the  original  return  from  Kent.  As  it  gives  no  fresh  information  whatever, 
it  is  not  reprinted  below. 

Aid  of  the  Prelates.  The  collection  of  money  from  the  clergy  seems 
to  have  been  more  or  less  distinet  from  the  levy  of  scutage  from  the  laity. 
When  most  of  the  prelates  came  to  Westminster  to  attend  a  great  council 
at  the  end  of  January  1242,  they  were  sounded  individually  as  to  the  amount 
which  they  would  contribute  towards  the  expenses  of  the  king's  expedition.1 
The  abbot  of  Winchcombe  received  a  letter  specifically  enquiring  how  much 
money  he  would  provide  before  mid-Lent.2  In  the  early  part  of  February, 
arrangements  were  made  for  a  systematic  canvass  of  abbots  and  priors  in 
the  counties  of  Lincohi  and  Nottingham  and  in  the  diocese  of  London.3  Many 
promises  of  money  or  horses  were  obtained  within  a  few  weeks,  and  various 
rehgious  houses  paid  their  contributions  into  the  Wardrobe  before  the  end  of 
April.4  Some  of  the  more  ancient  foundations  were  liable  to  assessment  in 
respect  of  their  knights’  fees.  The  Abbot  of  Hyde,  who  had  twenty  fees, 
on  which  the  scutage  would  have  amounted  to  sixty  marks,  paid  fifty  marks 
in  April,  obtained  release  from  payment  on  five  fees  held  in  demesne,  and 
remained  accountable  for  forty-five  marks.5  In  other  words,  his  actual  con- 
tribution  was  thirty-five  marks  beyond  the  amount  that  could  have  been 
levied  on  his  fees. 

The  sherilfs  of  the  different  counties  seem  to  have  been  empowered  to 
distrain  the  cattle  of  abbots  and  priors  who  did  not  pay  what  they  had  promised. 
Some  houses  were,  however,  exempted  on  account  of  their  poverty. 6  The  abbess 
ofWilton  wasallowed  to  apply  to  the  repair  of  the  shrine  of  St.  Edith  the  five 
marks  which  she  had  promised  for  the  king?s  military  expedition.7  Matthew 
Paris  relates  how  the  cliiefs  of  the  Cistercian  Order  in  England  refused  to  sur- 
render  a  year‘s  profit  on  wool.8 

There  is  stili  extant  a  roll  which  records  the  amounts  contributed  by  the 
religious  houses  in  the  different  counties  in  1242.  It  appears  to  have  been 
used  as  a  basis  for  a  formal  enrolment  at  the  Exchequer,  for  the  payment  s 
recorded  in  it  are  all  noted  as  being  ‘  in  rotulo.'  Ali  the  entries  except  tliree 
are  furthermore  noted  as  being  ‘  in  libro,'  and  the  Book  of  Fees  contains 
transcripts  of  all  except  these  three.  The  roll,  which  was  obviously  prepared 
by  more  than  one  scribe  and  at  different  times,  shows  that  some  of  the  rehgious 
houses  paid  their  contributions  to  the  local  sheriff,  others  to  the  Wardrobe, 
and  others  to  the  Treasury.

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Although  the  roll  purports  to  deal  with  ‘  prelates  ’  in  general,  it  contains 
the  name  of  only  one  bishop,  William,  Bishop  of  Norwich.  In  point  of  fact 
he  and  other  bishops,  and  the  Abbot  of  Westminster,  had  been  authorised 
to  levy  on  behalf  of  the  king  three  marks  from  every  fee  held  of  them.1 
In  Middlesex  the  fees  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  the  Bishop 
of  London  were  reckoned  among  those  of  the  lay  barons.2  We  learn  inci- 
dentally  that  the  Bishop  of  St.  Davids  gave  40  marks,  for  which  he  received 
special  thanks  from  the  king,  but,  in  the  absence  of  the  roll  of  accounts  of 
the  scutage,  our  knowledge  as  to  the  contributions  of  the  prelates  is  very 
limited.3 

Divers  Counties.  Near  the  end  of  the  second  volume  of  the  Book  of 
Fees,  there  are  two  series  of  Exchequer  notes  connected  with  the  sculage 
of  Gascony.  The  first  series  relates  to  money  unpaid  and  seems  to  have 
been  extracted  from  the  lost  roll  of  accounts  of  the  collectors  of  that  scutage. 
The  second  series  is  a  rough  and  imperfect  comparison  between  the  pay- 
ments  made  by  certain  persons  in  1235  and  in  1242.

Matthew  Paris  in  his  account  of  tke  events  of  the  year  1244  writes  as 
follows  : — 

“  Rex  Francorum  Parisius  convocatos  omnes  ultramarinos  qui  terras 
habuerunt  in  Anglia  sic  est  affatus ;  ‘  Quicunque  in  regno  meo 

conversatur  habens  terras  in  Anglia,  cum  nequeat  quis  competenter 
duobus  dominis  servire,  vel  penitus  mihi  vel  regi  Angi  i  se  inseperabiliter 
adhaereat.’  Unde  aliqui  terras  et  redditus  habentes  in  Anglia  eas 
relinquentes,  possessionibus  quas  habebant  in  Francia  adhseserunt  ; 
aliqui  e  converso. 

“  Super  quo  certificatus,  rex  Anglise  omnes  de  regno  Francise,  praecipue 
Normannos,  jussit  terris  suis  quas  in  Anglia  habuerunt  disseisiri.”1 

Henry  III  took  corresponcling  measures,  and,  on  the  20th  of  January  1244, 
issued  writs  for  the  seizure  of  the  lands  of  all  subjects  of  the  French  King 
except  members  of  religious  orders.  He  at  the  same  time  ordered  inquisitions 
to  be  taken  with  regard  to  escheats  and  marriages  pertaining  to  the  Crown 
and  all  aliena  tions  of  royal  serjeanties.  His  instructions  ran  as  follows  : — 

“  Rex  vicecomiti  Norhampt’,  salutem.  Precipimus  tibi  quod  statim 
visis  htteris  capias  in  manum  nostram  omnes  terras  illorum  qui  sunt 
de  potestate  regis  Francorum  quicunque  sint  illi,  exceptis  viris 
religiosis. 

“  Diligenter  eciam  inquiras  per  sacramentum  proborum  et  legalium 
hominum  de  balliva  tua  per  quos  rei  veritas  melius  sciri  poterit  si  qui 
qui  hujusmodi  terras  habuerunt  in  balliva  tua  eas  vendiderint  vel  alio 
modo  alienaverint,  vel  viris  religiosis  vel  alicui  alii  in  fraudem  com¬ 
miserint  ut  sic  inde  fructus  vel  firmam  in  fraudem  occulte  recipiant 
et  illas  similiter  capias  in  manum  nostram. 

“  Diligentem  eciam  facias  inquisicionem  si  que  sint  excaete  vel 
maritagia  in  balliva  tua  nos  latencia  que  ad  nos  pertineant  et  si  qua 
sit  alienatio  facta  in  eadem  balhva  tua  de  serj  antiis  nostris  que  de 
nobis  tenentur  in  capite  sine  voluntate  et  confirmatione  nostra,  et 
tam  omnes  excaetas  et  maritagia  predicta  ad  nos  pertinencia  quam 
predictas  terras  de  serjantiis  nostris  sic  alienatas  in  manum  nostram 
capias.  De  omnibus  eciam  premissis,  et  quid  singule  terre  sic  capte 
in  manum  nostram  valeant,  et  quorum  fuerint  terre  predicte  et  nomina 
villarum  in  quibus  terre  predicte  sunt,  et  que  catalla  inventa  fuerint 
in  singulis  terris  sub  sigillo  tuo  et  sigillis  eorum  per  quos  hec  premissa 
fuerint  inquisita  nos  distincte  et  aperte  certifices  ;  hoc  breve  cum 
prefata  inquisicione  nobis  transmittens,  pro  certo  sciturus  quod  si 
aliqua  sit  omissio  in  execucione  premissorum  de  quo  tu  et  inquisitores 
premissi  convinci  valeatis  taliter  ad  vos  nos  capiemus  quod  exemplum 
pene  vestre  omnibus  eam  audientibus  perpetuum  incutiet  terrorem.

Seven  days  later,  before  much  can  ha  ve  been  done  in  the  matter,  the  king 
made  a  general  grant  to  his  eldest  son,  Edward,  of  a  moiety  of  the  lands  of 
which  the  seizure  had  thus  been  ordered.2  The  lands  of  Wilham  Talbot, 
an  ahen,  in  the  counties  of  Buckingham  and  Suffolk  had  been  taken  into  the 
king’s  hand  before  the  7th  of  Eebruary.3  • 

Further  inquisitions  as  to  the  English  possessions  of  foreign  monks  and  as 
to  the  lands  of  the  Normans  were  ordered  on  the  22nd  of  March.4 

At  least  one  inquisiti  on  had  been  taken  before  the  lOth  of  April,  and,  later 
in  the  year,  the  sheriff  of  Worcestershire  was  fined  100«.  “  quia  inquisitio  de 
terris  Normannorum  et  alienigenarum  non  mittebatur  ad  quindenam  Clausi 
Pasche,”  that  is  to  say  the  24th  of  April.5  'The  Chancery  rolls  of  the  time 
contain  numerous  references  to  the  seizure  of  the  lands  of  aliens  and  also  to 
the  inquisitions  with  regard  to  them  and  with  regard  to  the  alienation  of 
lands  held  by  serjeanty.6 

None  of  the  original  inquisitions  of  1244  on  these  two  subjects  have  survived. 
The  Book  of  Fees,  however,  contains  many  extracts  from  them,  or  rather 
from  a  compilation  made  from  them  at  the  Exchequer.  These  extracts  are 
as  usual  distributed  in  different  parts  of  the  Book  under  the  counties  to  which 
they  respectively  relate,  and  it  would  seem  that,  as  now  coliected  below,  they 
give  the  contents  of  the  lost  roll  from  which  they  were  copied.  At  any  rate 
the  list  of  serjeanties  in  Lincolnshire  has  a  heading  which  mav  have  been  that 
of  the  intermediate  manuscript  prepared  at  the  Exchequer,  while  the  list 
for  Gloucestershire  ends  with  a  note  which  seems  to  have  come  from  the 
same  source.  Several  of  the  extracts  in  the  Book  are  stated  in  the  margin 
to  have  been  taken  from  the  back  of  a  roll  “  inter  feoda  Lincolnie,”  and  it 
seems  ciear  that  this  great  roll  was  that  which  contained  the  inquisitions 
taken  in  different  wapentakes  in  connexion  with  the  scutage  of  1242;  the 
scribe  of  1302  has  in  fact  entered  the  Lincolnshire  inquisition  of  1244  in 
the  middle  of  the  earlier  series.  There  are  a  few  separate  transcripts  for  some 
counties. 

It  is  not  easy  to  discern  the  principle  upon  which  the  extracts  were  made 
from  the  original  inquisitions.  In  most  cases  they  give  either  the  lands  held 
of  the  Crown  by  serjeanty,  or  the  lands  of  Normans  and  aliens.  In  a  few 
cases  they  give  both.  They  are  certainly  incomplete,  for  the  Chancery  rolls 
of  1244  mention  the  seizure  of  various  lands  to  which  there  is  no  allusion  in

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tke  extracts.  On  the  otlier  hand,  the  extracts  specify  various  serjeanties 
which  liad  not  been  transferred  or  divided,  and  which  consequently  did  not 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  enquiry  ordered  by  the  king.  For  many  counties 
they  give  no  informati  on  wkatever. 

Lincoln.  As  suggested  above,  the  dated  heading  seems  apphcable  to  the 
whole  series  of  extracts.  Two  copies  of  the  return  are  entered  in  the  Book 
of  Fees,  one  of  them,  as  stated  above,  among  the  inquisiti ons  of  1242. 

York.  The  return  mentions  among  the  actual  tenants  the  heir  of  John  de 
Vipont,  who  seems  to  have  died  in  1241,  and  the  Countess  of  Eu,  who  died 
in  1246.1  Her  lands  in  that  county  had  been  taken  into  the  king’s  hand 
before  the  7tk  of  February  1244. 2 

Cumberland.  There  is  no  ciear  evidence  of  the  date  of  the  two  entries 
which  are  here  tentatively  ascribed  to  1244  because  of  their  similari ty  to  other 
entries  of  that  year. 

Northumberland.  Pliihp  of  Oldcotes  had  died  as  far  back  as  1230, 
leaving  fi  ve  coheirs.3  As  they  are  ali  menti  oned  here,  this  extract  seems 
earlier  than  another,  ascribed  to  1250,  which  mentions  only  four  coheirs. 
Some  land  at  Bamburgh  was  taken  into  the  king’s  hand  in  pursuance  of  the 
inquisiti  on  concerning  serjeanties  ahenated.4 

Northampton.  John  and  Dervorgild  de  Balhol  obtained  a  moiety  of  the 
manor  of  Fotheringay  after  the  death  of  John,  Earl  of  Chester,  in  1237. 5  The 
lands  which  Humphrey  de  Mons  had  ahenated  to  the  Abbot  of  Bittlesden  and  to 
Hugk  of  Capies  without  royal  licence  were  taken  into  the  king’s  hand  in  1244. 6 
Robert  le  Archer  seems  to  have  died  shortly  before  February  1244. 7  There 
is  an  inquisition  of  this  year  concerning  lands  ahenated  from  the  serjeanties 
of  Hale  and  Sibbertoft.8 

Leicester.  An  isolated  entry  in  the  Book  of  Fees  relates  to  an  estate  at 
Melton,  which,  as  we  learn  elsewhere,  was,  in  1244,  given  to  the  Templars  to 
hold  until  the  reunion  of  England  and  Normandy.  There  are,  however,  some 
discrepancies  as  to  the  Ckristian  name  of  the  late  Norman  owner.9 

Nottingham  and  Derby.  The  statement  in  the  text  that  the  Countess 
of  Eu  held  nothing  in  demesne  in  these  counties  seems  inconsistent  with  notices 
of  the  seizure  of  her  lands  by  the  sheriff  of  Nottingham.10  It  is  possible,

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however,  that  in  1244  she  was  in  enjoyment  of  the  wardship  of  one  or  more 
of  her  numerous  tenants.  The  lands  of  John  de  Stuteville  in  these  counties 
were  in  the  king’s  hands  in  February  1244. 1  The  Chancery  rolls  of  that 
year  mention  the  seizure  of  lands  ahenated  from  the  serjeanties  of  Picot  and 
Sandiacre.2 

Rutland.  The  Hst  of  lands  of  Normans  and  aliens  in  this  county  was  made 
after  the  death  of  Hugh  de  Mortimer,  who  had  acquired  land  at  Belton  in 
1240. 3  There  are  some  grounds  for  suspecting  that  “  uxor  ”  in  the  text  is  a 
clerical  error  for  “  mater .”4  Anyhow,  Isabel  de  Mortimer’s  manor  of  Oakham 
was  granted  to  Richard,  Earl  of  Cornwall,  in  1252. 5  Godfrey  de  Gamages 
who  is  mentioned  as  a  tenant  was  dead  in  1253. 6 

Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  The  Chancery  rolls  of  1244  mention  the  seizure 
of  the  lands  of  Robert  de  Boys,  Robert  de  Wendeval,  William  Talbot,  William 
de  St.  Amand,  and  Walter  dei  Acre,  ali  of  whom  occur  in  the  list  for  these 
counties.7  The  list,  however,  seems  to  be  incomplete.8 

Essex  and  Hertford.  Henry  de  Balliol  and  Peter  de  Maune  seem  to  ha  ve 
acquired  lands  in  the  counties  of  Suffolk,  Essex  and  Hertford,  through  their 
respective  wives,  Lora  and  Christian,  the  coheirs  of  Valognes.9  The  former 
was  dead  in  October  1246. 10  The  Chancery  rolls  of  1244  mention  the  seizure 
of  lands  of  John  de  Stuteville,  Walter  dei  Acre,  Peter  de  Maune,  John  de 
Balliol,  and  Flandrina  de  Fercles  who  occur  in  the  hst  here  given,  and  also 
of  others  in  Essex  and  Hertford  who  do  not  occur  therein.11 

Middlesex.  Otes  fitz  William  conveyed  Lilleston  to  the  Templars  in 
1240,  reserving,  however,  his  serjeanty  in  connexion  with  the  mint.12 

Kent.  The  date  of  the  list  is  clearly  between  that  of  the  death  of  Edmund, 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  in  1240  and  that  of  the  death  of  the  Countess  of 
Eu  in  1246. 

Surrey  and  Sussex.  William  de  Fednes  was  certainly  dead  in

February  1244.1  Ingram  de  Fednes  was  his  son  and  heir.2  The  lands  at 
Beddington  which  Walter  of  Basing  rented  from  Hugh  de  Eis  were  in  the 
king’s  hand  in  1244. 3  A  grant  of  land  at  La  Grave  made  by  William  de 
Fraxino,  a  Norman,  to  John  of  Gatesden  was  confirmed  by  royal  authority 
in  1239. 4  The  list  of  lands  seized  is  incomplete.5 

Berks.  The  extracts  here  brought  together  come  from  two  different  parts 
of  the  Book  of  Fees,  one  relating  to  ahens,  the  other  to  a  serjeanty.  William 
Gernon’s  land  at  Ging,  taken  into  the  king’s  hand  because  he  was  a  Norman, 
was  restored  to  him  in  May  1244. 6  John  Maunsel  and  Anketil  Maiore  had 
obtained  in  1240  the  lands  which.  they  are  described  as  holding  during  pleasure.7 
The  latter  was  ejected  early  in  1244,  but  reinstated  in  May  of  that  year.8 
William,  Bishop  of  Chalons,  was  the  uncle  and  heir  of  Thomas  (here  called 
Geoffrey)  Count  of  Perche,  who  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln  in  1217. 
The  Chancery  rolls  contain  several  references  to  the  Earls  of  Pembroke  and 
Salisbury  in  connexion  with  Newbury  and  Shrivenham.9 

Bedford  and  Buckingham.  William  de  Fednes  was  dead  in  February 
1244. 10  The  manor  of  Wing,  belonging  to  Wilham  Talbot,  was  in  the  king’s 
hand  in  that  month.11  Part  of  Meppershall,  held  by  serjeanty,  had  also  been 
seized  because  alienated  without  royal  licence.12  The  land  of  Robert  (sic)  de 
Greynvill  at  Chilton  was  granted  to  Paulin  Peyvre  in  May  1244. 13 

South ampton. — One  of  the  mediseval  transcribers  proceeded  from  the 
lands  of  Normans  and  ahens  in  the  counties  of  Bedford  and  Buckingham  to 
those  in  Hampshire,  without  making  any  break.  Consequently,  Soberton 
and  five  other  places  in  Hampshire  appear  in  the  manuscript  under  Bedford 
and  Buckingham.  The  lands  of  Hugh  de  St.  Martin  at  Sutton  were  an  escheat 
in  1244. 14  Robert  de  Say  obtained  restitution  of  the  manor  of  Stratfield  in 
February  of  that  year.15  Richard  de  Cardeville  was  dead  in  1247. 16  There 
is  an  uncalendared  inquisition  of  this  year  concerning  lands  ahenated  from 
serjeanties  in  this  county.1' 

Somerset.  The  manor  of  Martock,  taken  away  from  Ingram  de  Fednes, 
was  committed  to  receivers  in  April  1244. 18  The  lands  of  Laurencia,  or

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Loretta,  de  Pons  at  Norton  were  similarly  taken  into  the  king’s  hand  in  that 
year.1  So  too  were  those  late  of  Henry  de  St.  Hilaire  at  Corston.2  Ralph  de 
Suleny  was  dead  in  March  1244,  but  his  relict  was  allowed  to  ha  ve  dower  out 
of  his  lands.3 

Hereford.  The  short  extract  is  noted  in  the  margin  of  the  Book  of  Fees 
as  being  taken  from  the  roll  which  has  furnished  so  many  extracts  for  the 
year  1244.  Matthew  de  Gamages,  although  of  Norman  parentage,  appears 
to  ha  ve  adhered  to  the  King  of  England.4 

Gloucester.  Hugh  of  Kilpek  appears  to  have  died  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  1244,  leaving  an  inheritance  to  be  divided  between  his  two  daughters.5 
John  le  Archer  was  presumably  the  successor  of  Robert  le  Archer,  who  is 
mentioned  in  1234  as  a  recent  tenant  by  serjeanty  in  Northamptonshire. 
This  Robert  seems  to  have  died  before  February  1244. 6

The  following  document  enumerates  disclaimers  made  by  Gilbert  of  Gaunt 
and  by  the  keirs  of  certain  persons  who  had  held  fees  of  Simon,  Earl  of 
Northampton,  in  1166.  Gilbert  of  Gaunt  succeeded  his  father  in  the  early 
part  of  1242,  and  YVilliam  Longespe,  who  is  menti  oned  in  the  document  as 
living,  died  in  Egypt  in  1250.1  The  disclaimers  may  have  been  made  in 
connexion  with  the  assessment  of  the  Scutage  of  Gascony  in  1242  or  the  Aid 
for  marrying  the  king’s  daughter  in  1245.

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The  following  retum  from  six  jurors  of  the  hundred  of  Clavering  in  Essex 
is  transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees  immediatelv  after  some  analogous  returns 
of  the  reign  of  John,  and  it  has  been  ascribed  on  high  authority  to  the  year 
1212. 1  The  internal  evidence,  however,  points  to  a  date  more  than  thirty 
years  later. 

The  very  first  entrv  in  the  document,  mentioning  Ada  the  relict  of  John 
fitz  Robert  as  tenant  of  the  town  of  Clavering  during  the  minority  of  the  heir, 
shows  that  it  must  belong  to  the  period  between  1241  and  1249.  It  was  in 
1241  that  she  undertook  to  pay  2,000  marks  for  the  custody  of  the  lands  of 
her  deceased  husband  and  the  wardship  and  marriage  of  his  heirs,  Hugh 
and  Roger.2  Roger  fitz  John  eventually  succeeded,  but  he  was  killed  in 
a  tournament  in  the  spring  of  1249,  and  the  wardship  of  his  infant  son 
was  sold  to  William  de  Valence  for  300  marks  in  August  of  that  year.3 

The  fourth  entry  in  the  retum  narrows  the  limits  of  date  somewhat  further. 
Maud  the  relict  of  William  fitz  Richard  is  there  mentioned  as  holding  half 
a  fee  of  the  Honour  of  Rayleigh,  and  he  is  known  to  have  been  keeper  of  that 
Honour  under  the  Crown  in  1243. 4  Writs  on  behalf  of  his  executors  and  his 
heirs,  issued  respectively  in  February  and  March  1246,  suggest  that  he  had 
not  then  been  dead  very  long.5 6 

Another  entry  mentions  the  town  of  Berden  as  being  in  the  hands  of  Sir 
Robert  de  Aguillon,  who  is  known  to  have  bought  the  wardship  and  marriage 
of  the  heir  of  Guy  of  Rochford  in  1232. 6  As  this  heir,  another  Guy,  obtained 
a  grant  of  free  warren  at  Rochford,  Elsenham,  and  Berden,  in  1248,  the 
guardianship  had  presumably  come  to  an  end  by  that  time.7 

The  origin  of  this  return  from  a  single  hundred  of  a  single  county  is  at 
present  unknown,  but  if  we  might  suppose  the  original  entry  concerning 
William  fitz  Richard  to  have  been  slightly  altered  before  transcription,  the

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It  will  have  been  seen  from  earlier  pages  of  the  present  work  that  numerous 
enquiries  as  to  serjeanties  were  conducted  by  justices  in  eyre  or  by  other 
persons  appointed  for  the  purpose  in  the  first  half  of  the  thirteenth  century.1 
The  Services  of  some  of  the  kings  serjeants  were  then  falling  into  disuse  and 
had  become  antiquarian  in  character  ;  in  other  cases  the  land  held  by  serjeanty 
had  been  divided.  Nevertheless  it  was  an  accepted  doctrine  of  law  that  such 
land  could  not  be  divided  or  alienated.  A  judicial  roll  of  the  year  1205 
says  : — 

“  De  sergantia  domini  regis  est  illa,  et  non  potuit  vel  debuit  aliquis 
sergantiam  dilacerare  vel  aliquo  modo  alienare.”2 
Lands  thus  alienated  were  in  fact  liable  to  seizure,  but  there  was  no  regular 
machinery  for  ascertaining  facts  or  enforcing  penalties.3  For  the  maintenance 
of  the  lights  of  the  Crown,  Henry  of  Wingham  was,  in  June  1246,  appointed, 
with  a  knight  from  each  county  south  of  the  Humber  and  the  Trent,  to  enquire 
concerning  the  king’s  escheats, 

“  Et  similiter  ad  inquirendum  de  serianciis  nostris  in  singulis  comitatibus, 
quis  eas  teneat  et  si  quid  de  eis  alienatum  fuerit  sine  assensu  et 
voluntate  nostra,  per  quem  et  ad  quorum  manus  devenerunt 
alienaciones  ille,  et  quantum  valeant  per  annum  ;  et  similiter  de 
serianciis  nostris  alienatis  et  in  manus  nostras  captis  eo  quod  alienate 
erant  sine  assensu  et  voluntate  nostra,  quis  eas  tenuit  et  exitus  inde 
percepit  a  tempore  predicte  capcionis,  et  quantum  exitus  valeant  a 
tempore  predicto  ;  et  similiter  ad  omnes  particulas  de  predictis 
serianciis  nostris  alienatas  sine  assensu  et  voluntate  nostra  capiendas 
et  ad  opus  nostrum  custodiendas  quamdiu  nobis  placuerit  .”4 
This  commission,  liniited  in  scope,  must  ere  long  have  been  superseded  by  a 
delegation  to  Robert  Passelew,  Henry  of  Wingham  and  others  of  power  to 
deal  effectively  with  royal  serjeanties  throughout  the  realm.  No  record  of 
the  issue  of  the  new  commission  has  been  found,  and  only  five  writs  relating 
to  it  are  known  to  have  emanated  from  the  Chancery.  The  first  of  these, 
dated  in  June  1248,  reminds  Roger  of  Thirkleby  and  his  fellows,  justices 
itinerant,  that  Robert  Passelew  has  been  entrusted  with  the  disposition  and 
cognisance  of  ali  serjeanties  held  of  the  king,  and  accordingly  forbids  them  to 
intermeddle  therewith.5  The  second  vvrit,  dated  the  23rd  of  July  1249, 
informs  Robert  Passelew  and  Henry  of  Wingham  as  to  the  amount  of  land 
which  the  prior  and  convent  of  Sempringham  hold  by  serjeanty  at  Trowell,

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co.  Nottingham.1  By  a  third  writ,  dated  the  28th  of  April  1250,  the  king 
notifies  Robert  Passelew  and  his  fellows,  “  justices  appointed  for  taking  the 
fines  of  serjeanties,”  that  he  has  fixed  the  payment  of  the  prior  of  Barnwell 
for  land  held  of  the  serjeanty  of  Comberton  at  half  a  mark.2  On  the  24th  of 
June  1251,  the  king,  writing  again  to  Thirkleby  and  his  fellows,  alludes  to 
his  former  prohibition  to  ali  his  justices  to  hear  any  pleas  concerning  royal 
serjeanties,  the  settlement  of  them  having  been  commi tted  to  Robert  Passelew, 
archdeacon  of  Lewes,  and  Henry  of  Wingham.3  On  the  8th  of  October  in 
the  same  year,  the  ldng  confirms  a  charter  of  St.  Edward  to  the  ancestors  of 
James  of  Oakhanger,  and  forbids  the  barons  of  the  Exchequer  to  exact  from 
his  land  anything  but  the  yearly  half-mark  at  which  it  had  been  arrented 
by  Robert  Passelew.4 

The  Pipe  Rolls  for  the  financial  years  ending  at  Michaelmas  1250  and 
Michaelmas  1251,  give  further  information,  and  record  the  receipt  of  various 
rents  assessed  by  Passelew  and  his  colleagues  in  the  different  coimties.  From 
these  it  appears  that  the  rents  were  calculated  in  some  cases  as  from  Michael¬ 
mas  1246,  in  most  cases  as  from  Easter  1247,  and  in  one  case  as  from 
Michaelmas  1247.  The  first  payment  of  the  prior  of  Barnwell  in  respect  of 
the  serjeanty  of  Comberton  mentioned  above  feli  due  at  Michaelmas  1250, 
when  the  fine  for  a  whole  year  was  claimed.  One  of  the  entries  quotes  “  divers 
rolls  concerning  fines  of  serjeanties  before  William  of  York  [de  Eboraco)  and 
Robert  Passel’  and  their  fellows.”5  The  first  person  here  named  presumably 
ceased  to  act  shortly  before  his  consecration  as  Bishop  of  Salisbury  in  July 
1247.  It  will  be  seen  below  that  Robert  of  Creping  took  part  in  the  pro- 
ceedings  of  the  commissioners  in  the  northern  comities. 

In  1320,  more  than  seventy  years  after  the  enquiry,  we  meet  with  an  extract 
from  “  the  roll  of  serjeanties  arrented  by  R.  de  Passelewe  in  the  34th  year  of 
King  Henry  son  of  John  in  divers  counties,”  immediately  followed  by  an  extract 
from  “the  Book  of  Fees  and  Serjeanties  at  the  Exchequer.”6  Both  the 
passages  quoted  are  to  be  found  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  the  first  being  derived 
from  a  roll  which  has  long  since  disappeared,  and  the  second  being  derived 
from  a  roll  which  is  stili  extant. 

Three  years  later,  the  Exchequer  supplied  the  Chancery  with  information 
concerning  Mendlesham  in  Suffolk  found  “  among  the  fines  of  serjeanties 
taken  before  R.  Passelewe  and  his  fellows,  justices  appointed  for  this,  from 
Easter  in  the  31  st  year  of  King  Henry  to  Easter  in  the  34th  year,”  that  is 
to  say  between  1247  and  1250. 7  Passelew's  report  is  ascribed  to  the  34th 
year  of  Henry  III  in  an  Exchequer  roll  of  1327,  and  agam  in  a  certificate  sent 
by  the  Exchequer  to  the  Chancery  in  13 70. 8 

As  stated  on  a  previous  page  (335),  tliere  is  reason  to  believe  that  Passelew 
was  supplied  with  lists  of  such  serjeanties  as  were  recorded  at  the  Exchequer.

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If  an  estate  held  by  serjeanty  was  intact,  and  the  Service  therefrom  was  didy 
performed,  there  was  little  or  nothing  for  the  commissi oners  to  do.  .They 
did  not  set  out  to  abolish  the  royal  serjeanties,  and  the  case  of  Henry  of 
Monmouth,  who  voluntarily  commuted  his  serjeanty  in  Herefordshire  into  a 
monetary  rent  with  a  fracti onal  quota  of  knight-service,  is  exceptional.  Tf 
on  the  other  hand  a  single  acre  had  been  alienated,  the  commissioners  took 
note  of  the  amount,  of  the  yearly  value,  and  of  the  name  of  the  new  owner. 
Their  object  was  not  so  much  to  punish  the  serjeant  for  the  unauthorised 
alienati  on  as  to  obtain  yearly  rent  for  the  Crown  from  the  land  so  alienated. 
This  was  generally  assessed  by  them  at  a  third  of  the  yearly  value,  and  in 
many  cases  the  serjeant  made  himself  responsible  for  it,  after  an  explicit 
agreement  that  he  should  recoup  himself  from  the  new  owners.  “  Then  the 
lands  which  had  not  been  alienated  either  remained  charged  with  the  old 
Service  of  the  serjeanty  or  had  it  changed  into  knight-service.  In  the  latter 
case,  of  course,  the  serjeanty  came  to  an  end.”1  Some  variations  in  the 
System  of  assessment  will,  however,  be  observed  in  the  following  pages. 

The  Book  of  Fees  contains  three  series  of  extracts  from  documents  connected 
with  Passelew’s  proceedings2 : 

(1)  Soon  after  the  completion  of  the  enquiry  into  serjeanties,  a  roll  or  file 
was  prepared  at  the  Exchequer,  as  a  basis  for  the  collection  of  the  new 
yearly  rents  resulting  therefrom.  The  Pipe  Rolls  of  1250  and  1251  contain 
numerous  references  to  it,  differing  very  slightly  in  form.  They  call  it 
indifferently  “  rotulus  de  finibus  factis  pro  seriantiis  coram  Roberto  Passel’ 
et  sociis  suis,”  “  rotulus  de  finibus  seriantiarum  coram  R.  Passel’  et  sociis 
suis,”  and  “  rotulus  de  seriantiis  captis  in  manum  regis  coram  R.  Passelew  et 
sociis  suis.”  In  this  compila tion,  persons  newly  assessed  for  rent  are  some- 
times  grouped  as  “  diversi  tenentes  ”  if  they  had  not  been  made  directly 
responsible  to  the  Exchequer.  The  roll  itself  has  long  been  missing,  and  the 
series  of  extracts  from  it  given  in  the  Book  of  Fees  does  not  include  any  with 
regard  to  the  counties  of  Surrey,  Sussex,  Berks  or  Cumberland.  To  supply 
these  deficiences,  extracts  are  given  below  from  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1250,  which 
specify  the  new  rents,  citing  Passelew’s  roll  as  their  authority. 

(2)  Another  source  of  information  concerning  Passelew’s  proceedings  is  a 
continuous  roll  of  the  thirteenth  century,  stili  extant,  evidently  founded  upon 
the  original  notes  made  in  the  different  counties.  As  at  present  surviving, 
the  document  begins  with  Hampshire,  but  there  is  reason  to  suspect  the  loss 
of  a  membrane,  or  possibly  two  membranes,  at  its  head.  Part  of  the  section 
relating  to  Hampshire  is  certainly  missing,  and  there  are  no  sections  for  the 
counties  of  Norfolk  and  Derby.  Apart  from  these  losses,  it  is  necessary  to 
observe  that  the  writer  of  the  roll  somehow  failed  to  notice  certain  serjeanties 
in  the  counties  of  Nottingham,  Lancaster,  York  and  Northumberland,  with 
which  Passelew  is  known  to  have  dealt,  as  appears  by  extracts  from  the  lost 
roll  and  by  the  Pipe  Rolls. 

Before  1302,  the  earlier  portion  of  the  roll  had  got  so  injured  that  the 
compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees  made  no  attempt  to  transcribe  any  part  of  the

(3)  A  small  roll  of  the  thirteenth  century  purports  to  enumerate  the  serjeants 
whose  tenure  had  been  altered  by  Passelew  to  military  Service.  The  order 
of  the  counties  in  it  corresponds  with  that  of  the  larger  roll  (L.T.R.  I.  11) 
mentioned  immediately  above,  and  the  omissions  are  similar. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  explain  that  in  the  following  pages  the  word 
‘  seriantia  ’  generally  denotes  the  land  held  by  serjeanty,  and  that  the  word 
‘  finis  ’  denotes  an  agreement  rather  than  a  penalty.

There  is  no  evident  reason  for  the  inclusion  in  the  Book  of  Fees  of  the 
following  casual  notes  made  by  some  clerk  of  the  Exchequer.  William  Rusteng, 
the  first  person  mentioned  in  them,  was  appointed  co-escheator  in  Norfolk 
in  1246. 1  Ten  years  later,  he  obtained  exemption  for  iife  from  being  obhged 
to  serve  in  any  such  office.2  Henry  of  Neketon,  another  of  the  persons 
mentioned,  had  ceased  to  be  escheator  on  the  north  of  Trent  in  1243. 3

The  Book  of  Fees  contains  a  small  but  interesting  series  of  returns  from 
the  counties  of  Devon,  Somerset,  Dorset,  Hereford,  Warwick,  Leicester, 
Salop  and  Stafford,  whicli  mav  confidently  be  assigned  to  the  middle  of  the 
thirteenth  centnry.  Tliey  represent  inquisitions  taken  hundred  by  hundred, 
apparently  before  commissioners  sent  down  for  the  purpose.  No  mention 
of  the  commission  lias,  however,  been  found  on  the  rolls  of  Chancery,  and 
the  varying  character  of  the  verdicts  of  the  different  hundreds  precludes  any 
general  description  of  its  scope.  Complaints  against  certain  sherifis  seem  to 
show  that  the  enqniries  were  not  held  by  them.  Other  subjects  dealt  with 
were  the  lands  of  the  Normans  and  various  escheats,  Services  withdrawn 
from  the  king,  and  alienations  of  serjeanties.  The  documents  copied  into 
the  Book  of  Fees  were  formerly  kept  at  the  Exchequer  alongside  of  those 
relating  to  Passelew’s  arrentation  of  serjeanties,  and  they  are  very  little  later 
in  date. 

The  series  of  returns  is  manifestly  incomplete  ;  there  are  for  instance  only 
two  from  the  county  of  Stafford.  It  should  also  be  observed  that  the  names 
of  the  hundreds  making  them  are  often  omitted,  and  that,  wlien  given,  they 
are  sometimes  misspelt  or  even  misstated.  The  text  is  also  corrupt  in  places. 

Devon,  Somebset  and  Dobset. — The  part  of  the  Book  of  Fees  devoted 
to  Devonshire  contains  transcripts  of  verdicts  found  in  nine  hundreds  of  that 
county.  The  part  devoted  to  Somerset  and  Dorset  contains  transcripts  of 
certain  analogous  verdicts  found  in  those  counties,  but  the  first  of  this 
series  comes  from  the  hundred  of  Shebbear,  wliich  is  in  fact  in  Devonshire. 
And,  although  the  Book  here  professes  to  distinguish  between  Somerset  and 
Dorset,  two  paragraphs  relating  to  Glastonbury  Abbey  are  wrongly  placed 
under  Dorset.  There  is  therefore  reason  to  believe  that  the  verdicts  from 
all  three  counties  originally  formed  part  of  one  series. 

There  is  internal  evidence  for  fixing  the  date  of  these  verdicts  withm  fairly 
narro w  limits.  Walter  of  Bath,  wlio  is  twice  mentioned  as  a  former  sheriff 
of  Devonshire,  ceased  to  hold  that  office  at  Easter  1251.1  The  verdict  of 
the  hundred  of  Haytor  alludes  to  the  re-marriage  of  the  relict  of  Paulin  Peyvre, 
which  is  known  to  ha  ve  occurred  between  June  and  October  in  that  year.2 
Furthermore,  the  fact  that  the  king's  escheator  received  less  than  half  a  year’s 
income  from  Peyvre!s  manor  of  Ipplepen  suggests  that  the  enquiry  was  held 
soon  after  his  death.  In  any  case,  the  date  can  hardly  be  later  than  1253, 
for  Sir  Robert  de  Mucegros,  who  is  mentioned  as  the  actual  tenant  of  Norton, 
was  dead  in  January  1254. 3  It  is  almost  superfluous  to  observe  that  Sir 
William  de  Cantelo,  who  is  mentioned  as  holding  Barwick,  died  about

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Michaelmas  1254,  and  that  Sir  Richard  Lovel,  who  is  mentioned  as  holding 
the  barony  of  Cary,  was  dead  in  February  1255. 1 


Hereford. — The  Book  of  Fees  purports  to  give  transcripts  of  verdicts 
from  four  hundreds  in  this  countj^,  but  the  topographical  arrangement  is 
somewhat  confused.  A  mention  of  Walter  of  Avenbury  as  guardian  of  the  heir 
of  Richard  de  Anesy  shows  that  the  verdict  of  the  hnndred  of  Webtree  is  not 
earher  than  May  1250,  for  it  was  in  that  month  that  he  purchased  the  wardship.2 

A  statement  that  H.  Fitz  Nicholas  was  sheriff  at  the  time  of  the  death  of 
Hugh  Foliot,  bishop  of  Hereford,  in  1234,  appears  to  be  historically 
incorrect.  He  was  under-sheriff  from  1223  to  1229. 3 

Warwick  and  Leicester. — The  first  secti on,  which  has  no  heading,  deals 
with  certain  places  in  the  hundreds  of  Barlichway,  Hemhngford  and  Kingston. 
It  cannot  be  earher  than  1248,  as  it  mentions  a  grant  of  Atherstone  to  Geoffrey 
of  Langley,  which  is  known  to  have  been  made  in  May  of  that  year.4  It  cannot 
be  later  than  March  1253,  as  the  lands  of  William  de  Curly,  mentioned  in  it  as  the 
actual  tenant  of  Buclbrook,  were  in  that  month  divided  between  his  co-heirs.5 

The  second  section,  specifically  deahng  with  the  hundred  of  Knightlow, 
here  miscalled  Bintelawe,  mentions  Gilbert  of  Segrave  as  the  actual  owner  of 
Thurlaston.  He  died  in  the  autumn  of  1254. 6 

The  third  section,  specifically  dealing  with  the  hundred  of  Barlichway, 
makes  another  mention  of  William  de  Curly  as  owner  of  Budbrook.  It  assigns 
Aston  to  William  de  Cantelo,  who  died  about  Michaelmas  1254. 7 

The  fourth  section  deals  only  with  Tamworth,  concerning  which  there  is 
a  briefer  entry  in  the  first  section. 

The  fifth  section  deals  with  two  places  in  the  hundred  of  Pachlowe. 

For  Leicestershire  there  are  three  sections.  The  first,  which  has  no  heading, 
deals  with  places  in  the  hundreds  of  Gartree,  and  Guthlaxton.  The  other 
two  deal  with  the  hundreds  of  Framland  and  Goscote. 

Salop  and  Stafford. — The  Book  of  Fees  contains  transcripts  of  returas 
concerning  tenures  in  six  of  the  hundreds  of  the  county  of  Salop  and  two  of 
the  hundreds  of  the  county  of  Stafford.  Eyton  appears  to  be  correct  in 
ascribing  them  to  a  date  “about  1251. ”8  William  Mauduit  who  is  entered 
as  the  owner  of  the  manor  of  Castle  Holgate,  succeeded  his  father  Thomas, 
in  1244. 9  A  statement  that  Roger  de  la  More  “  gives  ”  the  king  one

iN  .June  1255,  commissioners  were  appointed  to  make  elaborate  enquiries 
touching  the  king’s  rights  and  liberties.  For  tliis  purpose,  the  country  was 
divided  into  six  circuits,  the  palatinates  of  Durham  and  Chester  and  the 
counties  of  Comwall,  Midcllesex  and  Rutland  being  alone  excepted.1  The 
capitula,  or  articles  of  enquiry,  do  not  coineide  with  those  ordinarily  given 
to  justices  in  eyre,  and  the  duty  of  supplying  answers  thereto  was  thrown 
upon  local  juries.  Original  returns  from  various  parts  of  the  counties  of 
Buckingham,  Oxford,  Salop,  Stafford  and  Wilts  have  been  preserved,  and 
they  throw  hght  on  the  wording  of  the  capitula  issued  to  the  commissioners.2 
A  professedly  full  version  of  these  capitula  is  given  by  the  chronicler  of  Burton 
Abbey.3 

In  this  place  it  is  only  necessary  to  observe  that  the  verdicts  printed  below 
from  transcripts  in  the  Book  of  Fees  seem  to  refer  to  one  or  other  of  the 
capitula  of  1255. 

Northampton.  In  the  entries  conceming  Braunston  and  Stowe  there 
are  specific  mentions  of  capitula.  The  nuns  of  Catesby  are  stated  to  have 
a  market  and  fair  and  the  licence  for  these  is  known  to  have  been  granted 
to  them  in  December  1248. 4  Hugh  de  Capes,  who  is  entered  as  holding  the 
manor  of  Fawsley,  was  dead  in  1256. 5 

Worcester.  The  evidence  in  favour  of  the  date  suggested  is  to  be  found 
in  the  nature  of  the  verdicts  rather  than  in  the  names  of  the  persons  mentioned. 

Stafford.  The  return  from  the  hundred  of  Offlow  is  entered  in  the  Book 
of  Fees  under  Worcestershire,  immediately  after  the  two  returns  from  that 
county.  It  should,  however,  be  observed  that  Worcestershire  and  Staffordshire 
were  not  in  the  same  circuit.

The  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees  saw  fit  to  transcribe  some  rather  casual 
notes  concerning  the  estates  of  William  de  Paris  in  several  counties.  This 
William  appears  to  have  died  in  1255. 1  The  document  printed  below  must, 
however,  be  at  least  sixteen  years  later  in  date,  for  it  mentions  the  Countess 
of  Warwick  as  the  relict  of  Philip  Basset,  who  did  not  die  until  1271. 2  It 
also  mentions  the  guardians  of  Simon  of  Montagu,  who  attained  his  majority 
at  Whitsuntide  1280. 3

Among  the  miscellaneous  documents  transcribed  near  the  end  of  the  second 
volume  of  the  Book  of  Fees  there  is  one  relating  to  William  de  Valence  and 
.Joan  his  wife.  The  heading  shows  it  to  be  merely  a  fragment,  and  on 
examination  it  proves  to  be  connected  with  the  final  partition  of  the  great 
Marshal  inheritance. 

Although  the  bulk  of  the  property  was  divided  among  co-heirs  after  the 
death  of  Anselm  Marshal,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  in  1245,  certam  lands  and  fees 
reinained  in  the  hands  of  his  sister-in-law,  Eleanor,  daughter  of  King  John, 
relict  of  William  Marshal,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  and  wife  of  Simon  de  Montfort, 
Earl  of  Leicester.  She  died  in  1275,  and  a  second  partition  ensued,  under 
which  part  of  the  lands  and  fees  which  she  held  in  dower  of  her  first  husband 
were  allotted  to  William  de  Valence,  the  king's  half-brother,  and  Joan  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Warin  de  Monchesni  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter  of  William 
Marshal,  Earl  of  Pembroke.1 

Schemes  for  the  two  partitions  of  the  Marshal  inheritance  are  to  be  found 
in  the  records  of  the  Chancery,  and  the  fragment  now  printed  from  the  Book 
of  Fees  corresponds  with  part  of  one  of  them.  The  chief  difference  is  with 
regard  to  Roger  de  Cresy.2

Reynold  de  Vautort,  son  and  heir  of  Roger  de  Vautort,  died  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1245  or  the  beginning  of  1246,  leaving  a  widow,  Joan,  who  was  one 
of  the  co-heirs  of  Thomas  Basset.1  Ralph  de  Vautort,  his  brother,  succeeded.2 
He  died  in  or  before  January  1257,  leaving  a  widow,  Joan,  who  married 
Alexander  of  Oxton,  and  a  son,  Reynold,  who  was  under  age.3  This  second 
Reynold  died  at  the  end  of  the  year  1269  or  the  beginning  of  1270,  leaving  a 
widow,  Hawis.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  uncle,  Roger  de  Vautort,  a  man  of 
weak  intellect,  who  alienated  most  of  his  inheritance.4  This  second  Roger 
died  without  issue  in  or  before  January  1275,  and  the  king  remained  in 
possession  of  his  barony  of  Harberton  for  no  less  than  thirty  years.5  It 'was 
not  until  March  1305  that  a,n  order  was  made  for  its  partition  between  Henry 
de  la  Pomeray  and  Peter  Corbet.6  The  explanation  of  this  long  delay  is 
perhaps  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  Crown  had  large  claims  against  the 
Vautort  estate,  irrespective  of  the  relief  that  would  be  due  from  the  co-heirs.7 

The  heading  of  the  following  list  shows  it  to  belong  to  the  period  between 
1275  and  1305,  and  it  cannot  ha  ve  been  compiled  during  the  last  few  years 
of  that  period,  as  the  Book  of  Fees  in  which  it  is  transcribed  was  itself  com- 
pleted  in  1302.  Furthermore,  Nicholas  fitz  Martin,  who  is  entered  as  one  of 
the  actual  tenants,  was  dead  in  1282. 8

The  two  following  series  of  notes  seem  to  have  been  made  by  some  clerk 
at  the  Exchequer  in  the  later  part  of  the  thirteenth  century.  Although  both 
of  them  are  found  on  one  small  piece  of  parchment,  it  is  diffieult  to  perceive 
any  connexion  between  them,  and  even  more  diffieult  to  understand  why  either 
of  them  was  transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees. 

The  manors  of  Kimbolton  and  Waresley,  belonging  to  the  Bohuns,  Earls 
of  Hereford  and  Essex,  appear  to  have  been  taken  into  the  hands  of  Edward  I 
for  a  short  time,  in  consequence  of  the  establishment  there  of  unauthorised 
fairs  and  markets.1 

The  endorsement  of  the  document  seems  to  ascribe  the  notes  about  estreats 
to  the  vear  1283.

A.D.  1287-1290. 

Nothing  is  at  present  known  with  regard  to  the  origin  of  the  following  list 
of  fees  pertaining  to  the  Castle  of  Carisbrooke.  Isabel  de  Forz,  who  is 
described  in  it  as  Countess  of  Devon  and  Lady  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  succeeded 
her  brother  in  July  1262,  and  died  in  November  1293.  The  document,  there- 
fore,  falis  within  these  dates,  but  rnuch  narrower  bmits  can  be  assigned  to  it 
by  means  of  a  valuable  series  of  accounts  rendered  by  her  ministers  in  the 
island.  From  these  we  learn  that  Baudri  of  Nunnington,  who  is  entered  m 
the  list  as  holding  a  quarter  of  a  fee  at  Niton,  paid  relief  on  succession  thereto 
in  the  financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1280, 1  and  that  William  Russell, 
who  is  entered  as  holding  a  much  larger  estate,  paid  relief  in  the  year  ending 
at  Michaelmas  1288. 2  On  the  other  hand,  it  appears  that  Henry  Trenchard, 
who  is  entered  as  holding  a  fee  and  a  thirteenth,  was  dead  at  Michaelmas  1290, 
when  there  is  a  record  of  the  payment  of  relief  by  John  Trenchard.3  In  1288 
and  1290  alike,  the  Countess  had  the  wardship  of  the  lands  of  John  ‘  de  Bosco,’ 
who  is  mentioned  in  the  list  as  a  recent  tenant. 

Notices  of  some  of  the  other  tenants  named  in  the  list  occur  elsewhere. 
Thus  it  is  known  that  William  de  St.  Martin  was  dead  in  February  1291, 
that  Lady  Gorges  was  dead  in  February  1292,  and  that  William  de  Estur 
was  dead  in  November  of  the  latter  year.4

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Henry  de  Pomeray  was  born  at  Whitsuntide  1265.  After  the  death  of 
his  father  in  1281,  he  became  a  ward  of  Geoffrey  de  Camville,  whose  daughter 
he  appears  to  have  married  at  a  very  early  age.1  In  1287,  he  proved  himself 
to  be  over  twenty-two  and  presnmably  claimed  possession  of  his  inheritance.2 
The  Pipe  Rolls  of  the  period,  howevei’,  record  that  the  Exchequer  demanded 
more  than  300Z.  from  him  for  several  debts.  The  following  order  shows  that, 
in  1292,  the  king  agreed  to  allow  him  to  pay  themoney  in  easy  instalments  : —

In  pursuance  of  this,  detailed  ‘  extents,’  or  surveys,  were  made  of  the 
Pomeray  estates  at  Berry,  Stoclcleigh  and  Tregony,  in  March  1293.  Having 
been  sent  up  to  Westminster  for  the  information  of  the  barons,  they  afterwards 
feli  into  the  hands  of  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees,  and  were  by  them 
transcribcd.  The  section  of  the  original  roll  (S.ij.  29)  relating  to  Tregony  is 
barely  legible,  and  it  has  consequently  been  necessary  to  rely  largely  on  the 
copy  made  in  1303.

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In  the  later  part  of  the  year  1198,  justices  were  appointed  to  go  in  eyre 
in  the  different  counties.  Among  the  articles,  or  ‘  capitula,’  given  to  those 
who  were  sent  to  the  north  of  England,  and  presumably  also  to  those  who 
were  sent  to  other  parts  of  the  realm,  were  the  following  : —

By  the  twentieth  article  the  justices  in  eyre  were  empowered  to  review  the 
proceedings  of  the  special  commissioners  who  had  been  appointed  to  assess 
the  hides  and  carucates  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year. 

The  main  object  of  the  fresh  enquiry  into  serjeanties,  following  so  close 
upon  the  other,  was  to  ascertain  whether  there  were  any  tenants  bjr  serjeanty 
who  had  not  made  fine  for  a  suitable  contribution  to  the  ‘  aid  ’  or  tax. 

Within  the  last  few  years,  an  original  roll  of  the  twelfth  century  formerly 
preserved  among  the  ‘  Hundred  Rolls  ’  has  been  identified  as  being  the  report 
of  the  justices  in  eyre  in  Norfolk  with  regard  to  the  articles  quoted  above. 
Although  it  was  not  transcribed  into  the  Book  of  Fees,  it  may  be  regarded 
as  complementary  to  the  list  of  serjeanties  in  Norfolk  compiled  in  the  earlier 
part  of  1198. 2  The  two  principal  widows  mentioned  in  it  were  Gundreda 
re  liet  of  Hugh  Bigod,  Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  Margaret  relict  of  Conan,  Earl  of 
Richmond.  In  the  financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1198,  the  latter  lady 
arranged  to  pay  100  marks  “  pro  pace  habenda  de  se  maritanda  et  si  se  voluerit 
maritare,  hoc  faciat  per  consilium  regis.”3 

The  interesting  little  roll  for  Norfolk  is  followed  below  by  some  selecti ons 
from  the  Pleas  of  the  Crown  in  Hertfordshire,  Essex  and  Middlesex,  and  from 
those  in  Stalfordshire,  all  relating  to  the  general  eyre  ordered  in  1198.

A.D.  1202-1249. 

It  has  been  seen  that  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees  included  in  their 
collection  of  documents  several  lists  of  serjeanties,  widows  in  the  king’s  gift, 
minors  in  the  king's  wardship,  and  advowsons  pertaining  to  the  king,  made 
in  1219,  in  1226-1228,  and  in  1235.  Ali  of  these  appear  to  ha  ve  been  copied 
from  speeial  rolls  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Exchequer  from  the  records  of 
the  eyres  held  in  those  years,  being  in  fact  the  answers  to  certain  of  the  articles 
given  to  the  justices  itinerant. 

To  supplement  these  lists,  it  has  appeared  desirable  to  print  below  a  number 
of  analogous  extracts  from  eyre  rolls  of  various  dates  between  1202  and  1249. 
It  must,  however,  be  distinctly  understood  that  these  extracts  relate  only 
to  a  few  specific  subjects.  The  Pleas  of  the  Crown  from  which  they  have 
been  selected  often  supplv  the  names  of  the  ehief  landowners  in  the  different 
hundreds  as  those  of  persons  who  had  not  appeared  before  the  justices  on  the 
first  day  or  who  had  withdrawn  their  suit  from  the  courts  of  the  hundreds. 


A.D.  1202. 

The  three  extracts  given  below  are  derived  from  a  roll  of  Pleas  of  the  Crown 
which  appears  to  be  complementary  to  a  roll  of  Pleas  and  Assizes  taken  before 
Simon  of  Pateshull  and  Eustace  of  Falconbridge  at  Lincoln  in  the  summer 
of  1202. 


A.D.  1203. 

The  extracts  given  below  are  derived  from  a  dated  roll. 


A.D.  1221. 

On  the  16th  of  May  1221,  the  abbots  of  Reading  and  Evesham,  Martin  of 
Pateshull,  John  of  Moumouth  and  others  were  appointed  justices  itinerent 
in  the  counties  of  Worcester,  Gloucester,  Hereford,  Stafiord  and  Salop, 
Leicester  and  Warwick,  Wilts  and  Cornwall,  with  instructions  to  hold  their 
first  sitting  at  Worcester  on  the  7th  of  June.1  The  Feet  of  Fines  show  that 
the}7  sat  also  at  Gloucester,  Bristol,  Hereford,  Leicester,  Coventry,  Lichfield 
and  Shrewsbury  in  the  course  of  the  next.  fi  ve  months. 

The  extracts  given  below  are  taken  from  the  Pleas  of  the  Crown  for  the 
counties  of  Worcester,  Gloucester,  Warwick,  and  Salop.  The  roll  for  Glou- 
cestersliire,  which  exists  in  duplicate,  has  been  already  printed  with  a  valuable 
Introduction  by  the  late  Professor  Maitland.2

A.D.  1231. 

On  the  20th  of  April  1231,  Stephen  of  Segrave  and  others  were  appointed 
justices  itinerant  in  the  counties  of  York  and  Lincoln.2  The  extracts  given 
below  relate  to  Yorkshire  only,  the  roll  for  Lincolnshire  being  missing. 


A.D.  1232. 

On  the  7th  of  May  1232,  William  de  Raleigh  and  others  were  appointed 
justices  itinerant  in  the  counties  of  Warwick  and  Leicester,  Northampton, 
Bedford  and  Buckingham.3 

The  extracts  concerning  Warwickshire  given  below  are  taken  from  a  roll 
which  contains  the  record  of  the  Pleas  of  Assize  at  Coventry  in  the  16th  year 
of  Henry  III. 

The  extracts  concerning  Buckinghamshire  are  taken  from  a  roll  which  does 
not  bear  any  specific  date,  but  which  may  nevertheless  be  assigned  to  the 
same  year,  partly  because  the  octave  of  Michaelmas  is  mentioned  in  it  as 
falling  on  a  Wednesday.  Pleas  of  the  Crown  are  recorded  in  it  as  having 
been  heard  at  Newport,  and  the  Feet  of  Fines  for  1232  show  that  William  de 
Raleigh  and  his  fellows  sat  there  in  October  of  that  year.  One  peeuliaritv 
of  this  roll  is  that  it  gives  the  names  of  certain  persons  who  had  failed  to 
accompany  the  king  into  Brittany  in  1230. 


A.D.  1235. 

Eight  groups  of  justices  itinerant  were  appointed  in  August  1234,  but  as 
several  of  the  persons  so  nominated  were  included  in  more  than  one  of  the 
groups,  ali  the  eyres  cannot  have  been  coincident  in  point  of  time.4 

One  of  the  extracts  giv.en  below  shows  that  the  justices  for  Essex  were 
sitting  in  that  county  in  January  1235,  and  this  is  confirmed  by  the  Feet  of 
Fines  of  that  month. 

The  two  extracts  concerning  Middlesex  are  taken  from  a  dated  roll,  and 
the  Feet  of  Fines  for  May  1235  show  that  Robert  of  Lexinton,  Oliver  de  Vaus, 
Adam  fitz  William  and  Robert  de  Beauchamp  were  then  sitting  as  justices 
itinerant  at  Westminster. 

In  September  1235,  William  of  York  and  three  others  were  appointed 
justices  itinerant  in  the  counties  of  Surrey,  Kent,  Southampton  and  Sussex, 
for  which  no  justices  had  been  appointed  in  the  previous  year.5  The  Feet

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of  Fines  show  that  they  sat  at  Bermondsey  in  October  and  at  Lewes  in  Novem¬ 
ber  of  that  year.  The  extracts  given  below  relate  only  to  Surrey,  the  roll  of 
Pleas  for  Sussex  being  missing. 


A.D.  1236. 

Resuming  their  work  after  Christmas,  William  of  York  and  his  three 
eolleagues  sat  at  Winchester  in  January  and  February  1236.  Extracts  are 
given  below  from  the  roll  of  Pleas  of  the  Crown  for  the  county  of  Southampton. 


A.D.  1238. 

Wilham  of  York  and  three  others  were.  on  the  8th  of  April  1238,  appointed 
justices  itinerant  for  all  manner  of  pleas  in  the  counties  of  Comwall  and  Devon, 
with  instructions  to  begin  at  Launceston  on  the  morrow  of  Trinity  Sunday.1 
The  Feet  of  Fines  show  that  they  were  sitting  at  Exeter  in  June  and  July, 
and  the  extracts  given  below  are  taken  from  a  roh  of  their  proceedings  at 
that  period.  The  articles  of  enquiry  are,  as  usual,  missing,  but  the  numerous 
references  to  the  ownership  of  the  different  hundreds  in  Devonshire  suggest 
that  one  of  the  articles  related  to  this  subject. 


A.D.  1241. 

Matthew  Paris  States  that  in  the  year  1240  justices  itinerant  were  sent  to 
the  different  counties  of  the  realm,  and  that  by  the  correction  of  abuses,  they 
cohected  a  considerable  amount  of  money  for  the  spendthrift  king.  Wilham 
of  York,  provost  of  Beverley,  was,  he  says,  appointed  to  preside  over  the 
commission  for  the  south  of  England,  and  Robert  of  Lexinton  to  preside  over 
the  commission  for  the  north.2 

Ah  the  extracts  given  below  relate  to  the  eyre  of  William  of  York.  The 
Feet  of  Fines  of  the  period  show  him  and  his  eolleagues  sitting  at  Newport 
Paynel  in  January  1241,  at  Oxford  in  April  and  May,  at  Bermondsey  in  May, 
at  Canterbury  in  June,  and  at  Reading  in  October  and  November. 


A.D.  1243. 

Somerset  was  not  visited  by  Wilham  of  York  and  his  coheagues  in  their 
eyre  in  1241.  On  the  4th  of  January  1243,  Roger  of  Thirkleby  and  three 
others  were  sent  to  that  county  with  extensive  powers.3  The  extracts  given 
below  are  taken  from  a  roh  of  their  proceedings,  the  whole  of  Avhich  has  been 
translated  by  the  late  Sir  Charles  Chadwyck-Healey.4

The  extracts  relating  to  Devon  given  below  are  taken  from  a  roll  which 
begins  with  pleas  and  assizes  at  Exeter  on  the  morrow  of  Ascension  Day 
before  Roger  of  Thirkleby  and  his  colleagues.  These  justices  also  sat  at 
Sherborne  about  Midsummer,  under  a  commission  for  Devon  and 
Dorset.1 


A.D.  1246. 

The  extracts  given  below  are  taken  from  a  roll  which  begins  with  pleas 
and  assizes  at  Lancaster  three  weeks  after  Michaelmas  at  the  end  of  the  thirtieth 
vear  and  the  beginning  of  the  thirty-first  year  of  Henry  III  before  Roger  of 
Thirkleby  and  other  justices. 


A.D.  1247. 

The  extracts  given  below  relate  to  two  separate  eyres  of  this  year.  Thirkleby 
and  his  colleagues  were  sitting  at  Leicester  in  January,  at  Warwick  in  April 
and  May,  and  at  Oxford  also  in  May.  The  articles  of  their  eyre  seem  to  have 
included  an  enquiry  as  to  persons  holding  fees  worth  20Z.  a  year,  who  had  not 
taken  knighthood,  and  it  has  been  thought  desirable  to  include  extracts  on 
this  subject  as  throwing  some  light  on  feudal  tenures.  On  the  25th  of  May, 
Thirkleby  and  others  were  appointed  to  go  on  eyre  to  Nortliamptonshire  and 
ten  other  counties.2  The  extracts  given  below  relate  to  tneir  proceedings 
in  Northamptonshire,  Bedfordshire,  Buckinghamshire  and  Gloucestershire  in 
and  after  June. 


A.D.  1248. 

At  the  end  of  December  1247,  Henry  of  Bath  and  three  other  justices  were 
ordered  to  go  on  eyre  in  Essex  in  the  following  rnonth.3  Hertfordshire  was 
included  in  their  purview,  and  the  extracts  given  below  relate  to  both 
counties.4 

Extracts  are  also  given  below  from  the  pleas  of  the  Crown  before  Henry 
of  Bath  and  others  at  Lewes  in  November  1248. 

In  the  meanwhile,  Roger  of  Thirkleby  and  three  other  justices  had  been 
sent  to  Berkshire.  Although  a  note  of  the  commission  issued  to  tliem  on  the 
18th  of  May  describes  them  only  as  justices  for  “  common  pleas,"  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  was  directed  to  make  a  general  summons,  and  extracts  given 
below  are  taken  from  the  Pleas  of  the  Crown  at  Reading.5

In  the  later  part  of  1248,  Henry  of  Batli  and  four  otbers  were  ordered  to 
go  on  eyre  for  “  common  pleas  ”  in  the  comities  oi  Southampton  and  Wilts, 
beginning  their  work  in  the  former  on  the  morrow  of  St.  Hilary  (14  January) 
and  in  the  latter  in  the  quinzaine  of  Easter  (18  April).1  Extracts  are  given 
below  from  the  Pleas  of  the  Crown  before  them  at  Winchester  and  Wilton. 

Extracts  are  also  given  from  the  Pleas  of  the  Crown  before  Roger  of 
Thirkleby  and  other  justices  in  eyre  who  sat  at  Exeter  in  May  and  June  1249.

A.D.  1224-1233. 

In  a  Report  on  the  composition  and  contents  of  the  Red  Book  of  the 
Exchequer  prepared  by  Joseph  Hunter  in  1834,  we  read  : — 

“  A  few  Scripts  are  now  found  fastened  in  the  volume,  which  were  not 
properly  parts  of  it ;  and  very  lately  two  fragments  of  a  roll  or  rolls 
of  knights’  fees  have  been  placed  upon  guards,  and  inserted  between 
folios  cxxxv  and  cxxxvi  wbere  the  book  contains  matter  of  the  same 
kind.”1 

A  cursory  glance  at  the  two  membranes  in  question  is  sufficient  to  show 
that  they  never  belonged  to  the  Red  Book,  and  to  excite  surprise  at  their 
having  been  so  rashly  inserted  in  it  in  the  nineteenth  century.  One  of  these 
contains  a  list  of  the  fees  of  Neal  de  Mowbray,  written  in  a  small  hand  on 
both  sides.  The  other  contains  lists  of  the  fees  of  the  Honours  of  Rayleigh, 
Hatfield  Peverel,  Haughley  and  Wormgay,  and  a  shorter  list  of  those  of  Neal 
de  Mowbray,  ali  written  in  a  larger  hand  on  both  sides  of  a  long  narrow  strip 
of  parchment.  Both  the  membranes  show  traces  of  having  formerly  been 
attached  to  some  other  document,  and  possibly  to  each  other. 

Although  the  second  and  more  complex  of  the  two  membranes  bears  no 
general  heading,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  all  its  five  sections  relate 
to  possessions  of  Hubert  of  Burgh,  the  famous  minister  of  Henry  III,  and 
that  they  show  the  results  of  enquiries  made  at  the  time  when  he  was  in 
disgrace. 

By  charters  issued  in  1227  and  1228,  the  king  granted  to  Hubert  of  Burgh, 
Earl  of  Kent,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  the  manors  of  Rayleigh  and  Haughley, 
with  the  honours  and  fees  thereto  pertaining.2  After  the  general  confiscation 
of  the  lands  which  Hubert  held  in  chief,  the  Honour  of  Rayleigh  remained 
for  a  while  in  the  king’s  hand,  but  it  was  eventually  restored  to  him  in  April 
1235. 3  The  manor  of  Haughley  was  given  to  the  Earl  of  Cornwall  in  March 

1234,  the  Crown,  however,  reserving  the  knights’  fees  attached  to  it.4  In 
the  list  printed  below,  Hubert  of  Burgh  himself  is  entered  as  holding  Beeston 
in  Norfolk  of  the  Honour  of  Haughley,  this  being  one  of  the  manors  specifically 
left  in  his  hands,  in  November  1232,  but  seized  in  February  1233. 5 *  He  re- 
covered  it  in  June  1234. 8 

By  a  charter  issued  in  January  1230,  the  king  granted  to  Hubert  of  Burgh 
and  Margaret  his  wife,  the  Services  of  certain  specifiecl  tenants  of  the  Honour 
of  Peverel  of  London,  whose  names  may  be  compared  with  those  entered 
in  the  list  printed  below.7  Tho  demesne  of  Hatfield  Peverel  was  left  in  Huberfs 
possession  in  November  1232,  and  he  is  entered  in  the  list  as  holding  two

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fees  there  and  at  Depedale.1  The  Honour,  with  its  fees,  remained,  however, 
in  the  hands  of  the  lcing.2 

The  Honour  of  Wormegay  formed  part  of  the  inheritance  of  Beatrice  de 
Warenne,  the  third  wife  of  Hubert  of  Burgh.  The  manor  was  left  in  his  hands 
in  November  1232,  but  seized  in  the  following  February.3  The  whole  Honour 
was  eventually  restored  to  him  in  June  1234.4 

Neal  de  Mowbray  succeeded  his  father,  William,  in  1224,  but  survived  him 
less  than  seven  years.5  In  September  or  October  1230,  the  king  committed 
to  Hubert  of  Burgh,  Earl  of  Kent,  justiciar  of  England,  the  wardship  of 
the  land  and  heir  of  Neal  de  Mowbray,  with  his  marriage.6  An  order  for 
assignment  of  dower  to  Maud  the  relict  of  Neal  was  made  in  the  following 
month.7  Hubert  of  Burgh,  however,  did  not  satisfy  her  claims,  and,  after 
his  fall,  directions  were  issued,  in  November  1232,  for  the  valuation  of  the 
manors  and  lands  of  her  late  husband,  whether  in  her  hands  or  in  the  hands 
of  the  king,  and  for  a  return  of  the  knights’  fees  that  had  been  held  of  him.8 
Finally,  in  April  1234,  the  custody  of  the  lands  and  the  wardship  and  marriage 
of  Roger  de  Mowbray,  the  brother  and  heir  of  Neal,  were  sold  by  the  king  to 
John,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  for  a  thousand  marks.9 

Having  regard  to  the  facts  stated  above,  it  seems  probable  that  the  lists 
of  tenants  of  the  Honours  of  Rayleigh,  Peverel,  Haughley  and  Wormegay, 
printed  below,  were  based  upon  materials  supplied  by  their  respective  stewards 
between  November  1232  and  February  1233.  The  list  of  the  fees  of  Neal 
de  Mowbray  was  almost  certainly  based  upon  the  inquisition  or  inquisitions 
taken  in  pursuanoe  of  the  writ  of  13  November  1232.  The  absence  from  it 
of  any  mention  of  the  numerous  Mowbray  fees  in  Yorkshire  is  probably  due 
to  the  loss  of  a  membrane  ;  they  could  not  be  enumerated  on  that  which  has 
survived. 

The  names  of  the  tenants  giv en  in  the  lists  seem  to  support  the  date  assigned 
to  them  above.  In  the  section  relating  to  the  Honour  of  Rayleigh,  there  is 
an  entry  concerning  the  heirs  of  Hubert  de  Monchensi,  who  was  living  in 
122G.10  In  the  section  relating  to  the  Honour  of  Peverel,  there  is  an  entry 
concerning  the  heir  of  Robert  Mantel,  which  Robert  died  in  or  shortly  before 
February  1228. 11  On  the  other  hand,  Henry  de  Vere,  entered  as  a  tenant 
of  the  Honour  of  Haughley,  was  dead  in  February  1233. 12  Osbert  of  Strad- 
sett,  entered  as  a  tenant  of  the  Honour  of  Wormegay,  was  also  dead  in  that 
month.13  Ralph  fitz  Brian,  entered  as  a  tenant  of  the  Honour  of  Peverel, 
was  dead  in  March  1233. 14  Nicholas  de  Stuteville,  entered  as  a  tenant  under 
Mowbray,  was  dead  in  October  of  that  year.15 

The  mention  of  John  de  Nevill  as  a  tenant  of  the  Honour  of  Rayleigh  may

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at  first  sight  appear  inconsistent  with  the  date  suggested,  for  he  did  not  succeed 
his  father,  Hugh  de  Nevill,  until  the  summer  of  1234.1  There  is,  however, 
nothing  to  indicate  that  he  was  in  possession  of  the  whole  Nevill  estate  at 
the  time  of  the  compilation  of  the  list.  Hugh  de  Nevill  had  obtained  a  great 
accession  of  property  by  his  marriage  with  the  daughter  of  Henry  of  Cornhill, 
a  co-heiress  of  the  whole  Curci  estate,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  he  had  pro- 
vided  his  eldest  son  with  an  independence  by  the  surrender  to  him  of  the  fees 
mentioned  in  the  text.  Such  family  arrangements  were  not  uncommon 
when  a  man  married  during  the  lifetime.of  his  father. 

Another  name  that  may  appear  inconsistent  with  the  date  suggested  is 
that  of  Robert  of  Horksley,  who  is  entered  as  holding  three  fees  of  the  Honour 
of  Rayleigh  at  Horksley,  Fordham,  and  Boxted,  for  he  must  certainly  be 
identified  with  the  Robert  fitz  Philip,  who  died  in  the  summer  of  1232.  At 
the  end  of  that  year,  however,  Fordham  and  Boxted  were  the  subjects  of 
litigation  between  his  relict  Juliana  and  his  son  Walter,  and,  as  nothing  had 
been  decided,  the  compiler  of  the  list  seems  to  have  thought  it  prudent  to 
credit  the  estate  to  the  last  person  whose  seisin  thereof  was  undisputed.2 

In  the  secti on  relating  to  the  Honour  of  Haughley,  Hubert  of  Burgh  is 
entered  as  tenant  of  a  fee  at  Trienston  in  Kent,  an  escheat  of  the  Normans, 
which  was  committed  to  Nicholas  le  Chandeler  in  January  1233. 3  It  was 
transferred  in  the  following  year  to  Jordan  de  Mont  Martin,  and  afterwards 
to  the  master  and  brethren  of  Ospring,  who  were  in  possession  of  it  in  1242 
and  later.4 

The  longer  list  of  the  fees  of  Neal  de  Mowbray  interpolated  between  pages 
135  and  130  of  the  Red  Book  seems  to  have  been  compiled  between  the  years 
1224  and  1230.  It  does  not,  however,  agree  with  the  assessment  of  his  fees 
for  the  scutage  of  Kerry.5 

Although  both  the  documents  have  been  printed  already,  as  though  they 
belonged  to  the  Red  Book,  no  inclication  of  their  date  was  given  beyond 
a  margina]  note: — “Temp.  Hen.  III.”6  It  has  therefore  seemed  desirable 
to  reprinb  them  here  with  the  foregoing  observations  and  several  emendatioris 
of  the  Latin  text.

Nothing  is  known  as  to  the  origin  or  object  of  the  following  lists  of  land- 
owners  in  certain  of  the  wapentakes  of  Lincolnsbire.  While  some  of  the 
estates  are  reckoned  in  fees  and  fractions  of  fees,  otbers  are  reckoned  in  caru- 
cates  and  bovates  ;  in  some  cases  no  nnits  are  stated.  All  that  can  be  said 
is  that  the  lists  give  the  names  of  the  overlords  as  well  as  those  of  the  persons 
in  actual  possession. 

A  mention  of  the  heir  of  John  fitz  Philip  shows  that  the  documen t  in  which 
it  occurs  cannot  be  earlier  than  1238,  for  he  died  in  the  later  part  of  that 
year.1  A  mention  of  the  fee  of  Reynolcl  of  Bennington  at  Bennington  seems 
to  be  anterior  to  February  1241,  when  his  land  was  taken  into  the  king’s 
hand  because  he  had  killed  his  wife.2  Hilaria  Trussebut,  another  tenant 
mentioned,  was  deacl  in  April,  1241. 3
